We do not care, say Palestinians 

Pakistan sentences 

5 hijackers to death 


RAWALPINDI, July 6, 
(Reuter): A Palestinian sen- 
tenced to death today for 
hijacking a US airliner vowed 
he would do it again if he had 
the chance. 

A Pakistani court sentenced 
Salman Ali A1 Turk! and four 
other Palestinians to hang for the 
1986 hijacking of a ran Am' 
jumbo jet at Karachi airport in 
which 21 people were killed. 

An unrepentant Tiirki, said to 
have masterminded the hijack- 
ing, told reporters later: “If we go 
out we will hijack another 
American, plane. We will hijack 
again and again until our coun- 
try (Palestine) is free."

Tehran 

thanks 

Kuwait 


IRAN yesterday thanked 
Kuwait for its condolences over 
the deaths of 290 people .on an 
Iran Air passenger jet snot down 
by US forces over the Gulf on 
Sunday. 

A message from Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ali Akbar 
Velayati to Kuwaiti- Deputy 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah: A! Ahmed also 
offered sytapathyforthedeaths 
of Kuwait residents whowerecnj- 
the plane, die Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA) reported. 

The dead included 49 residents 
of Kuwait two of whom had 
Kuwaiti citizenship. 

In a reply. Sheikh Sabah than- 
ked Iran for its co-operation and 
said such incidents should be 
fully investigated to avoid their 
repetition. - * 
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denied seizing the airliner on 
Sept 5, 1986, but said the 21 peo- 
ple were lolled m a hail of gunfire 
. when Pakistani commandos 
stormed the plane 16 hours after 
the hijack began. 

Rejected 

Judge Mohammad Zafar 
Babar rejected their argument, 
. saying the commandos were 
nowhere near the plane when the 
passengers, mostly Indians, were 
killed. 

The five were brought shack- 
led and handcuffed to the raak- 
shift court in Rawalpindi Central 
Jail where they have been on trial 
since August last year. 

They smiled and chatted 


among themselves as Badar read 
out parts of the 1 47-page verdict. 

“We do not care about this 
judgement," Turki told repor- 
ters.. “We care about 100 million 
Pakistani people and millions of 
Arabs and Islam." 

The court had been told the 
Pan Am jet with 400 people 
aboard was seized by four men 
wearing Pakistani security 
uniforms and armed with 
machine-guns and grenades. 

They killed one passenger, and 
wounded another and three bag- 
gage handlers in a burst of gun- 

Tbe three-man flight crew 
escaped from the cockpit by slid- 
ing down a rope ladder when 
they beard the shots. 


The gunmen sent a deadline 
for the crew to return but the 
commandos stormed the jet 
before it expired. 

Witnesses said when the gun- 
men realised what was happen- 
ing they turned their guns on the 
passengers, injuring 1 00. and tos- 
sed grenades which failed to 
explode. 

Escape 

Some terrified passengers 
managed to escape down emer- 
gency chutes. 

The four gunmen — Mansoor 
A1 Raslud, 19, Mustafa Bomer, 
24, Fahd Ali Al Jaseem. 18, and 
Khalil Autwaru 19 — were each 
sentenced to death for multiple 


Security Council will 
discuss Airbus downing 


UNITED NATIONS, July 6, 
(Agencies): The UN Security 
Council announced yesterday it 
will to take up next Tuesday 
Iran's complaint against the 
United States over the downing 
of an Iranian civilian plane in the 
Arabian Gulf as American inves- 
tigaiorsTaunched an inquiiy into 
the incident.

Equipped 

Investigators interview the 
captain and senior officers of the 
USmissilecruiser Vincennes as a 
secrecy-shrouded inquiry into 
the downing of an Iranian 
jetliner begins today. 

The team, headed by Rear 
Arim. William Fogarty, a senior 
staff officer at US Central Com- 


mand headquarters in Tampa, 
Florida, includes a military 
lawyer and technical experts 
whose task is to analyze com- 
puter tapes, communications 
records and other data that could 
explain the tragedy. 

Iran claims the USS Vincen- 
nes, a billion-dollar Aegis cruiser 
equipped with state-of-the-art, 
computerised radar . and 
weapons systems, intentionally 
shot down the Iran Air A-300 
Airbus over the Strait of Hormuz 
last Sunday. 

Iranian President Ali 
Khamenei rejected a statement 
by US President Reagan that the 
incident on Sunday was closed, 
saying that for Iran it had just 
begun. 

US officials said earlier that 
the questioning would be under 
oath, and the investigators' man- 
date does not exclude a recom- 
mendation of disciplinary action 


should cause be found. 

Shipping sources said the Vin- 
cennes, anchored in Sitra Bay a 
few miles off Bahrain, was flan- 
ked by the US frigate Elmer 
Montgomery and two other 
American warships which 
arrived in the central Gulf over- 
night. 

The International Civil Avia- 
tion Organisation (ICAO) said 
today its governing council will 
hold an emergency session on 
July 13 to investigate the down- 
ing of the Iranian airliner by a US 
warship. 

In Tehran, a senior Iran Air 
pilot today ruled out an error by 
ihe pilot of the downed Airbus as 
a cause of a US warship attack. 

Captain Ali Mahdaviani, the 
state airline's senior instructor 
on Airbuses and a Boeing 747 
commander, said the pilot of

Reagan terms message 
of regret an apology 


WASHINGTON, July 6, (UP1): 
President .Reagan terms bis 
expression of deep regret to Iran 
an apology for the US downing 
of a commercial Iranian jetliner, 
and he and members of Congress 
are weighing the merits of com- 
pensation for deaths. 

Wlthdebateheating up on the 
proper response to the incident, 
the President was pressed by 
reporters yesterday to define the 
diplomatic note he sent to Iran in 
the wake of the weekend tragedy. 

“Yes,” he replied when asked 
if the message constituted an 
apology. White House spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwater sub- 
sequently told reporters Reagan 
was saying his public as well as 
his private statements could be 
interpreted that way. 1 
Compensation 

Fitzwater said the question of 
compensation to, families of the 
victims had not been considered 
fully and would not be until after 
a Pentagon inquiry is completed. 

State Department spokes- 
woman Phyllis Oakley echoed 
Fitzwater in saying the question 
of compensation “is premature 
.and will have to await the results 
of an investigation into the 
incident." 


But lawmakers such as Sen- 
ator John Warner of Virginia, 
ranking Republican on the 
Armed Services Commitie and a 
former Navy secretary, urged the 
administration to consider fin- 
ancial payments because it could 
be a “step in the direction of 
having some more peace and 
stability" in the volatile Gulf 
region. 

Swiftly 

“I think we should move very 
swiftly,” said Warner, noting 
Congress likely would have to 
pass a spending bill to cover the 
millions of dollars such an action 
might take. “I think Congress 
would back an administration 
request for this. There was an 
innocent loss oflife." 

Senator Claiborne Pell, 
Democrat- Rhode Island, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, agreed with Warner 
in advising Reagan to “give 
serious consideration" to com- 
pensation for the deaths. 

Reagan told Congress in a 
written report that the incident 
will not “change US policy in the 
perilous waterway and Navy 
ships acting in the region will 
continue to defend themselves 
when necessary." 


Iran Air 
resumes 
Dubai flight 

ABU DHABI, July 6, (AP): Iran 
Air resumed flights to and from 
Dubai across the Gulf today 
after suspending them in the 
wake of the downing of one of its 
airliners by a US warship three 
days ago. an airline official said. 

An A-300 Airbus, the same 
type as the plane that was shot 
down, took off from Dubai air- 
port at 1.18 pm (0918 GMT) 
carrying 287 Iranian passengers 
to Shiraz, said the official, who 
identified himself only as 
Arzadeb. 

Shiraz is some 300 miles (480 
kilometres) northeast of the port 
of Bandar Abbas from where the 
ill-fated Airbus took off on Sun- 
day minutes before it was hit by 
missiles fired by the US cruiser 
Vincennes. 

Another Iran Air flight will 
take off from Sharjah, 1 2 miles 
(20 kilometres) northeast of 
Dubai, for Tehran later today, 
the official said. 

But he refused to say what air 
corridors the Iran Air flights 
were taking or whether they were 
using the airlane that the d owned 
plane took on Sunday over the 
Strait of Hormuz.

The hijackers, who said th^ 
had wanted to free Arabs jailed in 
Cyprus, have 30 days in which to 
appeal.

Airbus 

wreckage 

recovered 

NICOSIA. July 6, (Reuter): Iran 
has recovered wreckage from the 
seabed in the Strait of Hormuz 
but many bodies from the plane 
shot down by a US warship will 
never be found, a top Iranian 
official said today. 

The governor-general of Hor- 
muzgan province, in southern 
Iran, said in all likelihood “many 
bodies were pulverized or com- 
pletely burnt in the air," the Iran- 
ian news agency I RN A reported. 

Quoting the governor in Ban- 
dar Abbas, starting point of the 
ill-fated flight. IRNA said the 
plane disintegrated. in the air. It 
was reported flying at 7,500 feet. 

Fuselage 

The agency said “.... several 
pieces of the fuselage of an Iran 
Air Airbus A-300 have been 
recovered from the bottom of the 
sea at the Hormuz Strait ... the 
pieces showed ruptures of the 
kind, of the impact of a hitting 
missile and its shrapnel.” 

About 200 bodies have been 
pulled from the sea. I ran has said 
290 people, including 66 chil- 
dren, were on the plane but 
IRNA reported the governor as 
saying 29 1 were aboard. 

The governor asked close 
relatives of all passengers to 
come to Bandar Abbas port to 
help officials identify the bodies. 

Iran plans a funeral procession 
in the capital tomorrow. But 
apart from black drapes on some 
official buildings, at the airport 
and at Iran Air offices, hot and 
dusty Tehran bore little visible 
evidence of the tragedy. 


Tehran seeks 
contact with US 

ELMENDORF AIR FORCE 
BASE, Alaska. July 6, (Reuter): 
Iran in recent months has made 
overtures through third parties 
apparently seeking direct con- 
tact with the United Slates, 
Secretary of Slate George Shultz 
disclosed yesterday. 

US officials are unsure how to 
interpret these so-called 
“probes" but have sent back 
word to Tehran that they are 
willing to lalk to authoritative 
Iranian representatives, but so 
far nothing has come of it, Shultz 
said. 

US officials repeatedly have 
denied recent European news

Iraqi jets raid oil installations 


BAGHDAD, July 6, (Reuter): 
Iraqi warplanes attacked two 
Iranian on installations today 
and set them on fire, while Iran- 
ian gunboats attacked an Aus- 
tralian fishing vessel in the Gulf, 
sources said. 

An Iraqi military commun- 
ique said the jets attacked the 
Imam Hassan oil pumping sta- 
tion and pounded stations at the 
Gorreh oilfield, 70 km (45 miles) 
northeast of Iran's main, oil ter- 
minal of Kbarg island. 

The Imam Hassan oilfield has 
been attacked-several times dur- 


ing the last three years as pan of 
continuing Iraqi efforts to deny 
Iran oil revenues which help to 
pay for the war now in its eighth 
year. The Iasi attack was on May 
26. 

Themilitary communique said 
the raids were intended to 
“prevent the Iranian regime 
from- utilising its oil revenues for 
aggressive purposes against our 
country and against the Arab 
nation." 

On June 24, Iraqi jets attacked 
20 oilfields and six days later 
blasted an Iranian natural gas 


refinery under construction in 
the Kangan area of coastal 
Bushebr province, killing 13 
South Korean workers and 
injuring 37 others. 

Iraq also denied Iranian 
claims of downing two Iraqi 
helicopter gunships and that Iraq 
used chemical weapons. 

He described Iranian claims 
that Iraq had used chemical! 
weapons as “ridiculous" and 
added that Tehran reiterates 
such claims each time it suffers a 
defeat. 

INA. quoting military com- 


muniques, said Iraqi forces 
seized two strategic peaks in 
Kurdistan yesterday. They 
earlier claimed to have recap- 
tured a dozen other heights in 
heavy fighting. 

The shipping sources in Dubai 
said the fishing boat Sea Cat 
broadcast a Mayday call late yes- 
terday and in a brief message to 
Muscat Radio said it had been 
attacked by the Iranians. 

There were no immediate 
reports of casualties and no fur- 
ther details were available.

Iran won’t 
retaliate 
against 
airlines

IRAN does not want to retaliate 
against any airline anywhere iQ 
the world, an official in the 
charge d'affaires office at the 
Iranian embassy in Kuwait said 
yesterday. 

The statement made by the 
official, who did not divulge bis 
name during a telephonic 
interview, contradicts reported 
threats of revenge made by Iran- 
ian leaders, including Ayatollah 
Khomeini, after the downing of a 
civilian jet in the Gulf. 

All 290 passengers aboard that 
Iran Air plane died when at least 
one missile, fired by the US 
cruiser Vincennes, hit the plane 
minutes alter it took off from the 
port of Bandar Abbas for Dubai. 

Revenge 

Khomeini vowed revenge 
after the Airbus was shot down 
saying the “attack was a warning 
to ali travellers." 

Khomeini also made a call for 
a “full-fledged" war against 
America. Reports from Tehran, 
and statements made by leaders, 
indicate a split among Iran's 
leaders over the retaliation 
strategy. Ayatollah Hossain Ali 
Monlazeri, Khomeini's desig- 
nated successor, has said that the 
time is ripe for retaliation. Iran's 
parliamentary Speaker Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
without discounting the idea of 
revenge, said “the timing is up to 
us.*’ 

Threats 

The US has taken the 
retaliatory threats seriously and 
imposed a full alert at all its 
embassies around the world. 

On Tuesday Iran protested to 
the United Nations over the 
incident and called for an urgent 
meeting of the UN Security 
Council to condemn the US. 

The Iranian official in Kuwait 
could not say whether Tehran 
would seek compensation from 
the US. 

The official said two Kuwaitis 
died in the incident. He added 
they were children aged four and 
six. but he could not give further 
information or identify with 
whom they were travelling. The 
two Kuwaiti children were 
among 40 foreign passengers 
aboard the plane. 

• Kuwait News Agency adds: 
HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier Sheikh Saad Al 
Abdullah has decided to send a 
private airplane to bring the 
bodies of Kuwaiti victims. 


Airport 
security 
stepped up 
in US 

NEW YORK, July 6. (AP): Air- 
ports in Boston. San Francisco 
and Los Angeles stepped up 
security yesterday following 
Iran's vows to avenge the deaths 
of the 290 people aboard an Iran- 
ian jetliner shot down by a US 
warship. 

“We’re sensitive to the Iranian 
incident, and we've taken 
immediate steps to increase" 
security, said Dale Harris, 
superintendent of operations at 
Los Angeles International Air- 
port. 

“Our police and security peo- 
ple are very much aware of the 

situation and the potential for 
what could happen with talks of 
retaliation," said Ron Wilson, 
spokesman at Sac Francisco 
international airport. 

Increased 

Logan International Airport 
in Boston has increased its 
security measures, said Logan 
spokesman Phil Orlandella. 

Bill Cahill, a spokesman for 
the Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey, which operates 
Kennedy. Newark and Laguar- 
dia airports in the New York 
metropolitan area, declined 
comment on security. He said 
security arrangements were con- 
fidential. 

Wilson said travellers in San 
Francisco might detect longer 
wails at baggage-security points 
before boarding planes. 

Iran's ambassador to West 
Germany yesterday said that 
Iran's retaliation will not occur 
on US soil.

Another witness, Amin Khan, 
was working in the electrical sub- 
station of the Lever Bros, ware- 
house. 

”1 heard a roaring noise and 
seconds later the roof of the sub- 
station collapsed, burying 
several people" said Khan, an 
electrician, who saw seven people 
injured. 

Debris was scattered over a 
240 sq-yard (200-sq.m) area in a 
northwestern district of the city. 
A wing of the aircraft was lying in 
the street about 100 yards from 
the National Motors factory. 
One of the wheels was hanging 
from the roof of the Lever Bros, 
warehouse, which was des- 
troyed. 

Cordoned 

Military personnel cordoned 
off the area. Rescue and recovery 
operations ceased a few hours 
alter the incident and no further 
casualties were expected. 

The military sources did not 
say what caused the crash, alth- 
ough some technical fault 
aboard the plane was suspected. 

"It is a machine and a machine 
can develop faults," one Air 
Force officer said. 

Last year, a PAF military air- 
craft on a training flight crashed 
into a factory of the Philips Elec- 
trical Company in the same area, 
killing the two crew members 
and two people on the ground. 


KARACHI, July 6. lUPI): A 
Pakistan Air Force jet fighter 
crashed into a factory in Karachi 
today, killing the two crew mem- 
bers on board and 12 people on 
the ground and injuring 40 oth- 
ers. military and hospital sources 
said. 

The PAF Mirage was on a 
morning training flight and was 
approaching the Masroor Air 
Base near Karachi when it plun- 
ged into a factory of the National 
Motors Co. in the southern port 
city and exploded, the military 
sources said. 

Witnesses said several Mer- 
cedes trucks being assembled in 
ihe building caught fire. They 
said the plane had first jettisoned 
its fuel tank, which landed in a 
warehouse of the Lever Bros, 
food processing factory next 
door. 

Critical 

Hospital sources said the pilot 
and co-pilot and nine people on 
the ground were killed instantly 
and 43 were injured, three of 
whom later died. Ten of the 
injured were reported in critical 
condition, the sources said. They 
said most of the injuries were 
burns. 

“I saw the aircraft tumbling 
down and it hit the two-storey 
building of the factory,” said 
Mohammad Ahsan, a street mer- 
chant. 


US Attorney- 
General 
Meese quits 

SACRAMENTO, California, 
July 6. (APj: Attorney-General 
Edwin Meese IN announced his 
resignation following an inves- 
tigation into his conduct in 
office, saying the probe vin- 
dicated him and allowed him to 
depart without feeling forced 
out. 

“This decision is something ! 
made totally on my own and I 
was not pressured by anybody," 
Meese told reporters yesterday in 
announcing his decision to resign 
as the nation's lop law enfor- 
cement official. 

Meese. entangled in con- 
troversy for months, said he sub- 
mitted his resignation to 
President Reagan by telephone. 

Investigation 

Meese said he expected to 
leave office at the end of this 
month or early in August and 
that no successor had been desig- 
nated. 

One of Reagan's closest con- 
fidants for several years. Meese 
has had a stormy tenure at the 
Justice Department since arriv- 
ing in March 1985. 

Meese announced his resigna- 
tion after independent counsel 
James McKay filed a report on 
his nearly 14-monih investiga- 
tion into Meese's conduct in

Rezaian as a co-pilot in the 
197Us. said the flight had been 
well inside the 10-mile wide air 
corridor on the 123-mile, 20- 
minute flight. 

"At the time he was hit. he 
would still have been climbing." 
Mahdaviani said. 

He said a third of the trip was 
routinely spent climbing, a third

UK strikes a deal with 
Iran on compensation 


LONDON. July 6. 1 AP): Britain 
and Iran Have completed a deal 
to exchange compensation for 
damage inflicted on each other's 
embassies in violent incidents 
someeightyearsago. theForeign 
Office announced today. 

It insisted the agreement did 
not mean Britain was paying "a 
price for better relations." 

The deal, which will net Iran 
just over £1 million (nearly $2 
million), was struck in three 
weeks of intermittent negotia- 
tions that ended yesterday aL a 
meeting between Foreign Office 
officials and Mohammed Besti, 
the Iranian Chaise D* Affaires in 
London, a Foreign Office spok- 
esman said. 

Last month, a "broad 
agreement” was announced, and

Criticised 

The spokesman said Britain 
will pay Iran £2 million ($3.4 
million) in compensation for 
damage and subsequent upkeep 
of tie Iranian embassy, which 
was gutted in 1980 when British 
commandos stormed it to free 
hostages held by opponents of 
the Iranian government. 

Iran, he said, will pay Britain 
£980,000 ($1.67 million) for 
damage caused by crowds to the 
British embassy and affiliated 
buildings in Tehran following 
the seizure of the American 
embassy and its staff in 1 979. 

The deal was announced only 
two days after Iran severely criti- 
cised Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher’s refusal to condemn 
the United States fordowning an 
Iranian airliner over the Gulf.

Spokesman Vadim Perfilyev 
said Afghan government troops 
had stopped rebels from taking 
over Maydan Shahr, about 40 
kilometres southwest of Kabul. 

“The city is under government - 
control and there is no destruc- 
tion in May dan Sh&hr,” Per- 
filyev said, according to Tass 
news agency. ■ .. 

Pakistan-based diplomats' 
said on Tuesday that Soviet and 
Afghan forces badly damaged 
the town after the guerrillas were 
driven out and interpretaivtes^sa 
a warning from Kabul -of what

“What really happened was 
that armed opposition groups 
attempted to seize that city... but 
were foiled by . the Afghan . 
militia,” Perfilyev said.

The Communist Party daily 
Pravda said on June 26 that 
Afghan rebels had seized 
Maydan Shahr and held it for 
one day before government for- 
ces regained control.

KUALA LUMPUR, July 6. 
(AP): Malaysian Prime Minister 
JDr Mahathir Mohamad today 
suspended five Supreme Court 
judges in another move indicat- 
ing a growing rift between the 
prime minister and ibejudiriary. 

The five were the same judges 
who on Saturday issued an order 
that an international tribunal 
appointed by the king last month 
to investigate and remove 
Malaysia's highest ranking judge 
cease giving any “recommenda- 
tion* report or advice” on the 
case to the king. 

Mahathir suspended Lord 
President Mobaxned Sal] eh Abas 
on May 31, saying the Yang Di- 
Pertuan Agong (King) Sultan 
Mahmood Iskandar had so 
requested. 

He said the king had asked 
that a tribunal be appointed to 
investigate Salleh, after Salleh 
wrote to the king early this year. 

With the suspension of the five ■ 
today and the Lord President on 
May, only five judges remain on 
the Supreme Court bench. 

Salleh said he complained in a 
May 29 letter to the king about 
Mahathir's constant attacks on 
the judiciary. He also said that 
during a meeting with Mahathir 
on May 27 the Prime Minister 
told him he had been biased on 
some cases connected with 
Mahathir’s United Malays 
National Organisation political 
party. 

Mahathir has denied referring 
to the political party issue in the 
talks. 

In February, the high court 
ruled that Mahathir's party was 
illegal because it had branches 
thgl-were not registered with tfro. 
authorities as required by law. 


MOSCOW, July 6, (UPI): Soviet 
troops have crushed a demon- 
stration by Armenian national- 
ists who had seized Yerevan air- 
port in the Armenian capital 
leavingat least 36 people injured, 
a Soviet government spokesman 
said today. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Vadim Perfilyev told a Moscow 
news conference that the troops 
reacted after about 1 .900 demon- 
strators began pelting them with 
rocks and bottles alter refusing 
orders to disperse. 

■ He said the protestors had 
occupied terminal buildings and 
runways disrupting normal air 
services into and out of the 
capital. 

“The people who were evicted 
from the building of the airport 
behaved disorderly throwing 
bottles and rocks at law enfor- 
cement officers. As a result 36 
persons had to seek medical ass- 
istance,” be said. 

Casualty 

Local journalists reached by 
telephone from Moscow said a 
general strike was continuing in 
Yerevan today and one said at 
least one demonstrator bad been 
killed in the confrontation. They 
said troops backed by armoured 
personnel carriers were used to 
crush the protest.

cyclone 

DHAKA. July 6, (AP): A 
cyclone swept over the Bogra dis- 
trict 160 kilometres northwest of 
Dhaka, killing six people and 
injuring about 200, police said 
today. 

Several villages were battered 
by the cyclone and heavy rains 
late last night, Bogra police said 
by telephone. 

Abdur Rahman Khan, a local 
government official, said the 
cyclone and four days of heavy 
rain preceding it had caused 
extensive damage to rice crops. 

More than 90 people have died 
in floods and storms in Ban- 
gladesh since the monsoon 
season started in April. Last year 
the monsoons claimed more than 
1,200 lives. 

A second wave of flooding has 
also hit parts of Netrokona and 
•Mymensigh districts in the-- 
oorth.

Anglican 
Church votes 
in favour 
of women 

LONDON, July 6. (Reuter): The 
Church of England Synod rejec- 
ted warnings of a schism from the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and 
voted in favour of ordaining 
women priests. 

Church legislation allowing 
the ordination of women passed 
its first major hurdle by a slim 
margin with Tuesday's vote by 
the general synod or parliament. 

it now faces four years of 
debate in the dioceses before it 
returns to the synod in 1 992 when 
it will need a two thirds majority 
and parliamentary approval 
before it is enacted. 

The Archbishop, Dr Robert 
Runde, who personally favours 
allowing women to become 
priests, told the synod that the 
proposals threatened church 
unity and urged it to consider the 
costs. 

After four hours of tense 
debate at church house in West- 
minster, the synod’s three houses 
of bishops, clergy and laiLy all 
voted in favour of women 
becoming priests. The bishops 
voted 28-21 in favour, the clergy 
1 37-102 and the laity 1 34-93. 

The synod also agreed that 
priests who opted to resign rather 
than work alongside women 
would be paid £30,000 (S5 1 ,420) 
in compensation. 

Opponents of female ordina- 
tion are worried that the legisla- 
tion, wHich allows parishes the 
right to vote against having 
women priests, would create no- 
go areas and widen the rift in the 
church over the issue. 

The proposals for female 
ordination, first debated 37 years 
ago. will need the approval of the 
44 diocesan synods before it 
returns to the general synod. The 
first woman priest will not be 
ordained before 1993.

A senior journalist for the 
official Communist Party news- 
paper Kommunist reached by- 
telephone in Yerevan from Mos- 
cow said one 22-year-old A rmen- 
ian youth was killed when troops 
opened fire on the demonstrators 
at the city's Zvartnots airport 
which had been occupied by- 
protestors since Monday. 

Speakingon the condition that 


his name not be used, the jour- 
nalist said Yerevan, a city of 1.1 
million was now paralysed by a 
general strike which began Mon- 
day. 

He said a massive demonstra- 
tion involving tens of thousands 
of people took place this morn- 
ing in the city centre, apparently 
without incident. 

“All factories, public trans- 
portation. most things except 
food shops and hospitals are 
closed.” the journalist said. 

Measures 

Another reporter for the 
Yerevan-based Armenian lan- 
guage newspaper Sovelskaya 
Armenia said up to 70 people had 
been injured in the airport clash. 
He said there were unconfirmed 
reports that several people had 
been crushed io death under the 
wheels of the Army's armoured 
personnel carriers as they moved 
through the airport. 

Hesaid there were only uncon- 
firmed reports of troops shoot- 
ing at demonstrators but he did 
say that clashes had taken place. 

“This is not militia (local 
police) involved in this opera- 
tion. These are all-union troops 
that were flown in from outside 
Armenian in the past few days.” 
the reporter for Sovetskaya 
Armenia said. 

“The situation has escalated in 


recent days and the measures 
used by the troops are much 
tougher,” hesaid. 

He said the entire mood of the 
protests which had gone on 
sporadically since February in 
Yerevan have now changed tone 
and become more serious 
because of the presence of non- 
Armenian troops. 

Pravda said widespread 
strikes had dosed factories in 
Yerevan, and nationalists have 
delivered an “ultimatum” 
demanding the return of the 
region to Armenian control. 

Pravda said nationalist leaders 
made the ultimatum public dur- 
ing a massive street demonstra- 
tion Monday. They warned work 
stoppages and protests would 
continue in Yerevan until this 
demand was met. 

“The call for strikes has alas 
found support,” the newspaper 
said. 

Pravda said a large column of 
people broke away from a 
demonstration in the city's 
Theatre Square and marched on 
the airport Monday in an 
attempt to close it down. 

“The demonstrators crowding 
the terminal interfered with nor- 
mal work there. Airlines kept fly- 
ing in but could no longer take 
oft. A large number of passen- 
gers were stranded at the airport. 


Dissidents encircie Bourj Al Barajneh camp 


Arafat loyalists surrender 


BEIRUT. July 6, (UPI): About 
500 followers of Yasser Arafat 
defending their last strongholds 
at the sprawling shantytown of 
Bourj AI Barajneh in southern 
Beirut surrendered to pro-Syrian 
guerrillas encircling the camp. 
Palestinian sources said today. 

The sources said 120 Faiah 
guerrillas surrendered io their 
rivals late last night and at least 
40 emerged from the ruins of the 
shantytown to give up earlier in 
the day. bringing to 500 the num- 
ber of pro-Arafat fighters who 
laid down their guns in 48 hours 
at Bourj Al Barajneh. 

“There is a small number of 
Fatah fighters still inside the 
camp. They want guarantees for 
their safety from Syria to surren- 
der." said a source at the Popular 
Front for the Liberation ofPales- 


tine. 

The Palestinian sources said 
ihe Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation leader's followers who 
are holed up in the badly 
damaged camp may withdraw to 
two refugee camps near the 
southern port city of Sidon after 
receiving guarantees from Syria. 

The surrender came after the 
anti-Arafat guerrillas of the 
Fatah Uprising group pounded 
the sprawling camp with rockets 
and moriars for five hours, kill- 
ing three people and wounding 
12 others, the source said. The 
rebels faced weak resistance, 
they said. 

More than 100 people have 
been killed and 300 wounded in 
two months of Palestinian fight- 
ing for control of Bouij Al Baraj- 
neh and the nearby smaller camp 


of Shatila, which fell lo the dis- 
sidents June 27. 

The sources' said morale 
within the Arafat camp weak- 
ened considerably after the rival 
guerrillas destroyed most of 
Bouij Al Barajneh 's only hosp- 
ital. 

The three-storey hospital was 
badly damaged by Fatah Upris- 
ing artillery, forcing Algerian 
and Palestinian doctors lo 
cvucuate. said a spokesman for 
the Democratic Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. 

Tolerance 

“Lire and tolerance in the 
camp have become impossible 
now,” the spokesman said.

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Egypt 

readmitted 
to Arab 
League body 

TUNIS. July 6, (AP): Egypt has 
been formally readmitted to the 
Arab League Educational Cul- 
tural and Scientific Organisation 
effective next December, the 
organisation announced today. 

In a closed-door meeting of the 
20-member ALECSO executive 
commission last night, all but 
two members voted for Egypt's 
return ALECSO spokesman 
Ahmed Gabsi said only Libyan, 
delegate Abdallah Hourani 
voted against the measure, while 
Syria's Ait Abdou abstained. 

ALECSO is the Arab 
equivalent ofthe United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organisation, UNESCO, 
with which it works in close co- 
operation. 

Linked lo the Arab League, 
ALECSO has an independent 
S6-million budget for its 
activities throughout the Arab 
world. But unlike the Arab 
League, its executive commis- 
sion lakes decisions by majority 
vote. In the Arab League, each 
member nation has veto power. 

Efforts 

Gabsi said Egypt was suspen- 
ded from membership in April 
1979 following its peace treaiy 
with Israel. Efforts to bring 
Egypt back into the Arab 
League, which suspended Egyp- 
tian membership at the same 
time, remain blocked by the 
opposition of Libya, Syria and 
Algeria, 
case. 

The term of ALECSO’s 
current director-general, 
Mohieddine Saber of Sudan, 
expires in October, and Egypt 
will not be qualified to attend the 
ALECSO general conference 
due to elect his successor at that 
lime, Gabsi said. 

Seven candidates, from 
Mauritania, North Yemen, Iraq, 
Syria, Tunisia. Lebanon ana 
Sudan are competing for the 
post. 

The vote of the executive com- 
mission formally instructed 
Saber to “pursue the necessary 
formalities* to allow an Egyp- 
tian delegation lo participate 
with full rights in the next session 
of the commission, scheduled in 
Tunis in December. 
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Owners sub-letting 
government houses 


A LOCAL daily reported that 
owners of limited and middle 
income government houses rent 
parts of their houses despite a law 
which explicitly bars such sub- 
letting. 

In an interview conducted by a 
Kuwaiti daily, many house 
owners explained that they were 
in financial difficulties, many 
were retired employees and 
found it difficult to cope with the 
day to day demands. The houses 
being too spacious, they believed 
it was a good opportunity to sub- 
let a part of these houses to ten- 
ants. They commented that sub- 
letting to families was not con- 
sidered lo be a wrong action but, 
renting to singles posed a ques- 


tion mark on the issue they 
added. 

Hamad Fahad A! Essa a 
resident and house owner at one 
of the model areas thought noth- 
ing wrong with renting annexes 
to tenants, especially, he said, for 
those owners who are retired or 
are in dire financial difficulties. 
He however was against the Idea 
of renting to singles because they 
caused problems he added. 

Mubarak A1 Hajeri totally 
rejected the concept of renting to 
singles at family residential 
areas. He said that some owners 
rent their annexes to women 
tailor shops, or even maids 
offices. Some owners even 
brought maids and hired them as 


women tailors, or employed 
them in beauty saloons m their 
family residential annexes. This 
phenomena is widely common in 
Sabah A1 Salem area he added 
Abdul Aziz Mejbil said that 
rents at commercial residential 
complexes is expensive. An 
average rent for two bedrooms 
amounted to KD250 — too high 
foranormalindividual’slncome. 
Therefore, it was financially 
practical for low income families 
to rent at model areas he added. 
Mubarak At Fahad said that 

f ovemment houses were built 
or Kuwaitis and not for 
the 


expatriates. He backed 
Housing Ministry d< 
against renting to others.

Study on smoke emission 


THE environmental sciences 
division at Kuwait Institute for 
Scientific Research (KISR) 
undertook a study on smoke 
emission from exhausts of vehi- 
cles operating on diesel. 

The study was a contractual 
agreementwith the Environmen- 
tal Protection Council in co- 
operation with the Ministry of 
Interior and the Kuwait Public 
Transportation Company. 

The report indicated that 
smoke emitted by diesel vehicles 
is relatively higher than smoke 
emitted by gasoline operated 
vehicles. 

Trained 

The study aimed at explaining 
the operation of diesel operated 
engines and factors affecting the 
amount of smoke emitted. Gath- 
ered data are exhibited to train- 
ees through lectures at the Min- 
si try of Interior. 

Technical employees will be 
trained on the application of 
modem technology devices such 
as “smoke metres" to measure 
smoke emission from buses and 


trucks tested at the technical test- 
ing stations of the public traffic 


department. 


[cchnidans tsted 47 trucks 
and buses of various models 
using the smoke metre method. 
Statistical analysis indicated that 
vehicles models had no effects on 
the rate of emitted smoke and 
revealed that smoke rate, emitted 
from buses and trucks in Kuwait 
is relatively low.

Spanish Socialists 
come under fire 


By Fracois Raltoerger 

MADRID, (Reuter): Half-way 
through his second four-year 
term as Spanish prime minister, 
Felipe Gonzalez is facing loud 
domestic criticism but appears to 
be one of the best-entrenched 
political leaders in Western 
Europe. 

Critics variously accuse his 
ruling Socialist Workers' Party 
(PSOE) of falling for the trap- 
pings of power, peddling 
influence, being yuppies, aloof or 
arrogant. 

The man-on-the-street often 
perjuratively refers to them as 
“estos”fthis lot). 

"Normal mid-term grum- 
bling.” a senior government 
official said, dismissing as tem- 
porary a wave of criticism in the 
press and on the streets. 

Spain's international image is 
fast improving, although critics 
say Gonzalez cares more for 
prestige abroad than for workers 
at home. 

The economy is growing at an 
annual six per cent, faster than 
any other in the European Econ- 
omic Community. But oppon- 
ents say the recovery has led to 
three million jobless, the highest 
unemployment rale in Western 
Europe. 

Inequalities 

Social inequalities become 
more glaring as economic 
growth sends money flowing 
through the bankingand services 
sector. 

There are many more luxury 
cars around, but also more beg- 
gars than a few years ago. 

The new opulence of central 
Madrid is in striking contrast to 
run-down northern towns where 
police battle angry workers left 
jobless try the streamlining of 
loss-making heavy industry. 

Anti-inflation wage restraint 
policies have caused a major rift 
between the PSOE and its trade 
union arm, the General Union of 
Workers (UGT), as workers 
clamour for a larger part of the 
growing prosperity. 

Two cases involving allega- 
tions against police are also caus- 
ing an outcry. Seven policemen 
are on trial in connection with the 
disappearance of a petty 
criminal, and a judge is inves- 
tigating accusations that a police 
officer helped set up death 
squads to stamp out Basque 
separatist guerrillas. 

But despile criticism of the 
government, opinion polls show 
Gonzalez. 46 and in power since 
1982. is headed for a third four- 


year term in general elections in 
1990. 

“What’s the alternative?" 
salesman Manuel Pantin asked, 
echoing widely-expressed disen- 
chantment. 

Failed 

Opposition parties, numbed 
by the Socialists’ six-year-old 
dominance in parliament, have 
failed to capitalise on Lhe social 
discontent. 

The most recent political test, 
elections for a regional 
parliament in Catalonia last 
May. belied press forecasts of a 
PSOE decline. 

Catalan Nationalists won the 
poll but the PSOE easily held its 
ground, while the right-wing 
main opposition Popular 
Alliance (AP) Party lost nearly 
half its seas. 

The centrists of former 
Premier Adolfo Suarez, who has 
vowed to win office again and is 
seen by the Socialists as Lheir 
most dangerous rival, failed to 
make an expected breakthrough. 

Government officials say their 
private opinion polls show the 
PSOE would win the next general 
election but might lost, the 
absolute majority it has held 
since 1982. 

Although he has ruled out any 
major policy change, there are 
signs that Gonzalez will soon try 
to recapture the initiative ahead 
of next year's elections to the 
European Parliament. 

Officials said he was poised to 
reshuffle his cabinet in which 
several ministers have been serv- 
ing for six years. 

Benefits 

He is reported to be preparing 
to boost social benefits in next 
year's budget, and he has recen- 
tly had talks with UGT leader 
Nicolas Redondo to try to patch 
up the dispute with the union. 

The opposition seems unable 
to mount a decisive challenge. 

“The Socialists have a party 
and a leader. The right has a 
party but no leader and the centr- 
ists have a leader without a 
party,” a conservative politician 
said. 

AP’s 37-year-old leader 
Antonio Hernandez Manchan, 
who took over from veteran 
politician Manuel Fraga last 
year, faces a struggle for political 
survival as some fear be could 
lead the party to disaster in the 
general election. 

Fraga gave up the leadership 
of AP after critics said his role as 
a minister under the late General 
Francisco Franco limited the 
party’s appeal to voters. 


Soviet Communist Party conference 

Orgy of democracy by 
Moscow’s standards

MOSCOW. tUPl): By Soviet 
standards, Lhe 19th Communist 
Party conference was an orgy of 
democracy that kepi millions of 
Russians glued to their television 
screens sets to watch high-level 
political infighting for the first 
time in their lives. 

"It was like the most gripping 
crime novel." said Nina Birzin- 
skava. 38. as she stood Sunday at 
a crowded billboard displaying 
newspaper accounts of the con- 
ference. “Nothing could com- 
pete with it — not even the best 
crime movie or the toughest soc- 
cer match. There has never been 
anythinglikethis in my lifetime." 

Soviets stunned by the public 
airing of differences among 
Communist Party leaders lined 
up at dawn Sunday at newspaper 
kiosks and stood three-deep at 
newspaper billboards to soak up 
every word uttered in anger at the 
just-completed party conference. 

The four-day conference, con- 
vened by Mikhail Gorbachev to 
considef major changes in the 
political system, ended Friday 
after a majority of its 5,000 
delegates approved the Soviet 
leader’s reform programmes of 
“glasnost," or openness, and 
“perestroika." or economic res- 
tructuring. 

Democratic 

The conference — certainly 
measured against previous 
political discourse in the Soviet 
Union — was an orgy of 
democratic free expression. - 

Among the exchanges that the 
Soviet public found most elec- 
trifying were the vituperative 
assault by arch conservative 
Yegor Ligachev on deposed 
Moscow’ Party chief Boris Yelt- 
sin. one delegate's demand for 
President Andrei Gromyko’s 
resignation, and a posthumous 


assault on the late leader Kon- 
stantin Chernenko. 

“Everything went on in secret 
(before),*" said one citizen going 
from billboard to billboard to 
read the pages of Pravda, the 
parly's official newspaper. 
"Now we know more." 

Decision-making at the par- 
ty's upper echelons had trans- 
pired behind closed doors since 
the mid- 1920s, when former dic- 
tator Josef Stalin began his 
brutal 30-year hold on power. 
Most official accounts of party 
actions were carried in terse 
“information communiques" 
that concealed much more than 
they revealed. 

The bland reports, which 
many Soviets simply ignored, 
were a far cry from the con- 
ference session Friday night 
when Ligachev stormed the 
podium and bitterly bemoaned 
his own recommendation that 

politburo members vote for Yelt- 
sin's inclusion in the elite inner 
core of the Central Committee. 

“I cannot keep quiet, because 
comrade Yeltsin has gotten on 
the wrong road." Ligachev 
lamented. "It turns out that he 
possesses destructive, not con- 
structive. energy." 

Yeltsin, a populist reformer 
who had angered ensconced 
Moscow city officials, was 
abruptly fired last fall after 
accusing Ligachev and other 
conservatives of sabotaging 
Gorbachev's attempts to over- 
haul the system. He levelled the 
attack at a closed Central Com- 
mittee session, then leaked the 
incident to Western reporters 
who had a field day describing 
parly infighting. 

The affair became a major 
embarrassment for Gorbachev, 
who stood by as his ally was 
subsequently stripped of his 
posts as Moscow party chief and 
politburo candidate member. 


Autocratic 

government

Prison experience helps perpetuate uprising

HEBRON, Israeli-occupied 
West Bank: When Muhammad 
— not his real name — was arres- 
ted and sent four months ago to 
Israel's Kitsyot prison (Miter 
known as Ansar 3), he was just 
another teenager apprehended 
for throwing stones at a passing 
Israeli jeep. 

Today, backhome in his West 
Bank refugee camp, Muh ammad 
is something of a local hero. He is 
more mature, politically sophis- 
ticated. and committed to the 
7 -month Palestinian intifada 
(uprising) against Israel's 21- 
year occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Israel has detained thousands 
of Palestinians since December 
to break the back of the uprising. 
Bul as even some Israeli officials 
concede, the prison experience, 
in many cases, has probably had 
Lhe unintended reverse effect of 
perpetuating the intifadah by 
becoming a training school for it. 

In the crowded cells of dozens 
of Israeli prisons and detention 


centres, young men like Muham- 
mad are making the contacts, 
learning the radical politics, and 
gaining the enhanced local pres- 
tige that have made them leaders 
of lhe uprising. 

“I came out (of prison) with 
more commitment," says the 1 8- 
year-old Muhammad, who. like 
others interviewed, asked not to 
be named. “I’m more ready to 
become politically involved — 
and more ready to take risks. 

Respect 

“I've gained more respect (in 
others' eyes) based on greater 
exposure and knowledge,” he 
adds. The brief period in custody 
has made him something of a 
celebrity among the youngsters 
and teenagers who congregate 
around him as he makes his 
rounds of the camp. Even the 
eiders seem deferential, as if to 
the first college graduate in a 
family of grade-school dropouts. 

Ansar 3. a compound of bar- 
bed-wire fences, guard towers, 
and tents in the Negev Desert, is 
one of several detention centres 


operated by the Israeli Army to 
hold unconvicted prisoners. 
Detainees and human rights 
groups complain of overcrowd- 
ing and cruel treatment at the 
facilities. Six conventional 
prisons, operated by. the Minis- 
try of Police, bold sentenced 
prisoners. 

Scared 

One way prison no urish es the 
uprising is by providin g expos ure 
to other Palestinians with a com- 
mon experience, several former 

inmates say 

Another former Ansar 3 
detainee says that prison broke 
down a sense of isolation, which 
came from living in a small Arab 
village, and made him part of a 
common cause. Through the 
long hours of confinement, 
inmates brought together from 
around the West Bank and Gaza 
compare wounds and humilia- 
tions suffered under the Israeli 
occupation. 

“It gives substance to what 
we've heard (about the occupa- 
tion),” another former inmate 
and resident of Muhammad’s 


camp says. 

“It has the opposite effect 
(from what the Israelis inten- 
ded),” adds another, now living 
in Hebron. “1 became less scared, 
because I saw that I was not 
alone.” 

Prison gives many Palestin- 
ians their first exposure to a 
structured political environ- 
ment, because Israel keeps a tight 
rein on political activity in the 
occupied territories to prevent 
pro-Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (?LO) activities. In most 
Israeli prisons, networks of cell 
committees and designated 
spokesmen orchestrate protests 
and strikes in response to prison 
conditions that have been suc- 
cessful in exacting reforms from 
Israeli authorities. 

“People see the organisation 
{in the prisons) and they get 

ideas,” a cause-and -effect 
relationship at work they've 
never seen before. These are les- 
ions transferable to the 
intifadah.” 

One West Bank Palestinian 
who spent four years in Israeli 


jails also underscores the role 
Israel’s conventional prisons 
play in the political indoctrina- 
tion of Palestinians. 

Daily “collective" sessions, 
usually involving anywhere from 
five to 25 inmates, are typically 
devoted to political instruction 
by inmates who belong to 
various PLO factions, like Al- 
Fatah and the Political Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

Homework 

The sessions can last two hours 

and involve “homework” from 
books circulating through the 
prison's black market. They 
teach political theory and give a 
historical perspective to the upr- 
ising. 

For the Marxist factions the 
agenda is expanded to include 
self-criticism, Chinese-style, 
where prisoners are helped by 
their pests to spot errant tenden- 
cies. 

Meanwhile, each faction has 
its own “magazine," usually no 
more than several hand-written 
pages, which circulates clandes- 


tinely throughout the prison. 

Another “layer" ot education, 
says the former inmate, consists 
of weekly discussions by all the 
prisoners in one cell of politicals 
topics, usually current events r 
and tactics lo combat Israel's 
occupation. 

In the more transient deten- 
tion centres, where prison terms 
are shorter, the regimen is less 
structured, focussing mostly on 

factional indoctrination, but 
with the same general political 
consciousness-raising effect. 

Short of havi ng a guard i n each 
cell, Israeli authorities concede 
there is little to be done to prevent 
the jails from becoming centres 
for political education. 

“The prisons have taught 
thousands of people, and this is 
helpingin the uprising," a former 
inmate in Hebron says. ^ 

“For me, 95 per cent of my ' 
conscience, my education, came 
from this school." says another 
former inmate, who entered a 
RamaUah jail at the age of 18.

Mindful of 1968 disaster 


Czechoslovaks wary of reforms

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia. 
(AP): Twenty years after Soviet 
tanks crushed Alexander Dub- 
oek’s “Prague Spring" of reform, 
Czechoslovaks are deeply leery 
of the changes now proclaimed in 
Moscow and echoed by their 
own leaders. 

A key reason is that Dubcek 
was crushed and disgraced for 
trying them, or at least letting 
them go too far. 

Czechoslovaks today wonder 
if the same will happen to Mik- 
hail Gorbachev and his Soviet 
reforms — perestroika (restruc- 
turing) and glasnost (openness) 
— leaving them worse off than 
they are now. 

They are aware that old-time, 
conserv ative communists are still 
around and a fear of their 
traditional hard line remains. 

The scepticism of reform sur- 
faces in current jokes. 

• What is the difference between 
Mikhail Gorbachev and Alexan- 
der Dubcek? None, but Gorba- 
chev doesn’t know it yet. 

•What is the difference between 
perestroika and chess? In chess, 
you think before you move. 

Stunned 

In the years after the Prague 
Spring. Czechs and Slovaks still 
seemed stunned by the Soviet-led 
invasion on the night of Aug 20- 
21. 1968. that erased Du bcek's 
movement lo bring a new face to 
Czechoslovak communism — 
multi-party politics, freedom of 
the press, speech and religion, a 
liberalised economy. 

When it was over Dubcek was 
expelled from the Communist 
Party and went off to his native 
Slovakia to work as a clerk in a 
forestry office. 

A t the sa me ti me, the chan ting, 
singing, joyous people of the 
Prague Spring vanished from the 


streets and squares. Most 
retreated morosely back to their 
private lives to pars oca material 
wealth that was the party’s 
reward for their political silence. 

In 1988. that post-invasion 
reward is running low. 

Czechoslovakia’s outmoded 
industry is performing poorly, 
forcing planners to scale down 
production targets and to slash 
coveted wage bonuses. 

Shortages are again apparent 
in shops. 

On the political front, while 
Prague's leaders tinker with 
reform, the winds of change 
blowing from Gorbachev's 
Kremlin are prompting more 
citizens to challenge the com- 
munists on issues ranging from 
ecology to cultural and religious 
freedom. 

Wary 

Bui the memory of 1 968 makes 
Czechoslovaks wary of placing 
too much faith in Gorbachev and 
in tum their own leaders, as well 
as reforms. 

As one Prague man put it, 
Soviet reforms sound to Cze- 
choslovaks like "the right ideas 
from the wrong side." 

Even deeper scepticism is 
reserved for the cautious reforms 
adopted so far by the communist 
leaders installed by Moscow 20 
years ago to make sure Dubcek’s 
experiments would not be 
repeated. 

After spending 1 8 years assail- 
ing change. Czechoslovakia's 
communists have now fallen in 
step behind Gorbachev, endors- 
ing perestroika and adopting the 
rhetoric of reforms. But the sense 
among many in Prague is that 
there is no guarantee of any 
meaningful or lasting efiect. 

This past December, the party 
even changed its leader, sub- 
stituting a 65-year-old apparat- 
chik. Milos Jakes (pronounced

ya-kesh). for an increasingly frail 
Gustav Husak, 75. 

Jakes immediately set about 
trying to revamp the image of the 
party leader, emulating Gorba- 
chev by taking weD-publidsed 
trips to factories and farms to 
chat with workers. 

Refomra 

Borrowing many phrases from 
Gorbachev, Jakes spoke of the 
need for economic and soda! 
reform at a key party meeting in 
April that brought some new, 
yo anger faces into the party elite. 

But Jakes lacks Gorbachev’s 
touch: At February’s snow-dam- 
pened celebrations of the 40th 
anniversary of communist 
power, crowds streamed away 
from the square when Jakes got 
up to speak. 

Few Czechoslovaks can forget 
thatit was Jakes who oversaw the 
expulsion of almost 500.000 
party members in a post-Dubcek 
purge. 

They also know that Husak. 
who took over from Dubcek in 
March 1969. is still on the ruling 
politburo. 

When Jakes talks of reform, 
however, he pointedly omits 
mention of glasnost, which has 
brought startling frankness to 
the Soviet media. Jakes stresses 
that Czechoslovakia’s 1.7 
million communists must dictate 
the pace and shape of any 
change. 

An unspoken fear is that 
reform will spin outside the par- 
ty’s control, as the communists 
say it did in Dubcek’s days. 

Even economic change is 
treated with extreme caution, 
particularly by managers who 
report that over hasty reforms in 
the Soviet Union are making it 
difficult for them to deal with 
Soviet enterprises. 

Planned decentralisation of 
management is not likely to go as 
far here as it has in Lhe Soviet 
Union and won't be in full force 
until 1991. 

Hasty 

“Restructuring cannot be too 
hasty," said Svatopluk Smutny, 
an economics editor at the Com- 
munist Pany newspaper Rude 
Pravo. “It is far too important a 
change and needs to be thought 
out m detail and consequences." 

Communists like Smutny 
reluctantly admit to some 
parallels between Lhe current 
situation and 1968, when Dub- 
cek at the age of 46 became party 
leader with a mandate to 
implement market-oriented 
reforms designed to boost the 
economy. 

But Dubcek opted for political 
reform as well, advocating chan- 
ges Gorbachev’ now wants 20 
years later. 

It was a heady spell wistfully 
remembered by many. 

“It was, quite simply, the best 
time of my life," recalled one 
man who was then a teenager in 
Prague. 


Bombay slum dwellers live in 
dread of the monsoon’s fury

BOMBAY, (Reuter):, Most of 
India, is praying for rain, but 
Bombay's slum dwellers live in 
dread of the monsoon's fury. 

“God, spare us this mon- 
soon," mutters Gul Kudianwala, 
standing on the balcony of her 
ramshackle first floor flat in a 
crumbling five-storey block. 

The rest of the country prays 
for rain that it hopes will end one 
|. of the worst droughts this cen- 
tury but Kudianwala and her 
neighbours look worriedly at the 
sky as the clouds gather. 

The 100-year-old building in 
which Kudianwala and her 
family live survived the first 
monsoon downpour which 
lashed the city two weeks ago, 
but may not last much longer. 

Killed 

"We are living under tne 
shadow of death, but we have no 
choice.*' said a neighbour who 
has a small business on the 
ground floor. 

The monsoon threatens the 
survival of many of Bombay’s 
oldest and most dilapidated buil- 
dings, thought to house some 
1 50.000 people. 

According to the Bombay fire 
brigade, 158 people have been 
killed and 565 injured in the last 
three years as 1,204 houses 
collapsed, most of them during 
or soon after the monsoon mon- 
ths of June to October.

Fire officer D J. Kulkarni said 


the collapses were concentrated 
in crowded central Bombay, the 
old section of the city, where 
narrow lanes slow down rescue 
operations. 

“ft is far more difficult to res- 
cue people who are trapped 
under tonnes of rubble in pour- 
ing rain than to fight a raging 
fire," Kulkarni said. 

The state-owned Bombay 


Housing and Area Development 
board has declared about 1,560 
buildings dangerous and advised 
their tenants to vacate them for 
repairs. 

The board estimates that a fur- 
ther 19.600 buildings need 
repairs, four-fifths of them over 
-0 years old. But a board official 
said tenants were reluctant lo 
move out unless it provided with 
alternative accommodation.

EXERCISES IMPORTANT TO 
OVERCOME ‘TENNIS ELBOW’ 


QUESTION: I’ve recently taken up tennis, 
and now ray elbow is killing me. I've heard of 
tennis elbow, but what is it? What should I 
do? 

ANSWER: “Tennis elbow” is somewhat 
common in the underconditioned “weekend 
athlete,” who is usually older than 35. 

Your extensor muscle group cannot 
readily absorb the force required for hitting 
a tennis ball, and so the elbow becomes 
strained. 

This can become a serious problem if noL 
treated, and it requires medical attention 
from the beginning so you can get it under 
control and build strength in your arm. 

The doctor first may prescribe oral non- 
steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs to relieve 
pain and inflammation. You should tem- 
porarily stop playing tennis, but it is impor- 
tant to begin exercises to strengthen the 
elbow as soon as possible. Another eflecLi ve 
treatment is the use of ice applications. 
Cover the elbow with ice for 10-15 minutes, 
several times a day. This can help reduce 
inflammation and provide analgesia. 

The single most important thing for you 
to do to manage your elbow overload injury 
is to begin a progressive resistance exercise 
programme to strengthen the extensor mus- 
cles and increase their ability to absorb 


shock. In your case, it isn’t a doctor who is 
most important to your welfare, bul a good 
tennis coach. 

QUESTION: Are tranquilizers any good 
for preventing jet lag? 

ANSWER: It is true that some of the 
super-fast-acling tranquilizers such as 
triazolam are being advertised as being 
valuable in reducing or preventing jet lag 
and related biological-dock disorders 
which seem to be a part of global travel. And 
it is true that this kind of hype is leading 
many people to experiment with these drugs 
to enhance sleep during east-west las 
opposed to north-south) flights in order to 
lessen the fatigue and anxieLy caused by 
flying. But this doesn't mean that it works. 

So far, no official report has been publi- 
shed regarding the pros and cons of tran- 
quilizer use during air travel. Bul doctors 
who have used triazolam for jet lag report 
suffering from instances of anterograde 
amnesia, or an inability to remember any- 
thing over a number of hours during the 
morning after taking the drug for sleep. 
Although they apparently behaved 
appropriately, their memory definitely was 
impaired. And that makes this use of tran- 
quilizers a real no-no. 


QUESTION: My family has a history of 
breast cancer. I've recently heard that drink- 
ing alcoholic beverages increases a woman's 
risk of developing breast cancer. Is this true? 
I occasionally enjoy a cocktail and have 
some wine with dinner now and then. Must I 
slop? 

ANSWER: Several recent studies 
indicate there may well be a link between 
alcohol consumption and breast cancer. A 
study by the National Health and Nutrition 
Examination Survey showed that even drin- 
king small amounts of alcohol — the 
equivalent of three drinks a week — could 
increase the risk ofbreast cancer 40 percent 
to 50 per cent over that for non-drinkers. 
Drinking more than that amount increased 
the risk by 50 per cent to 100 per cent. 

A siudy at Harvard found similar results 
— that women who had one or more drinks 
a day increased their chances ofbreast can- 
cer by 60 per cent. Even if these studies are 
not Lhe final word, you certainly would be 
wise to at least cut down on alcohol. 1 1 would 
appear that doing so would indeed lower 
your risk factors, which is especially impor- 
tant if your family has a history of breast 
cancer.

Armand 
Hammer announced 
through Soviet officials 
that he was going to build a 
golf course just outside 
Moscow. For the first time 
the Russians will be able to 
play the sport that has 
made capitalism what it is 
today. So revolutionary is 
the idea that Soviet experts 
refer to Hammer's 
proposed golf course as 
“The 1 8 Holes That Shook 
the World.*' 

I hate to think what will 
happen to the Communist 
system once golf makes its 
inroads. 

Decisions now made at 
Politburo headquarters will 
be resolved on the people’s 
putting greens. High- 
ranking members of the 
party will not be judged by 
their weaknesses as Soviet 
administrators, but rather 
by their handicap at the 
Moscow- Country Club. 

Brian Nessim, the top 
Kremlin sports watcher at 
Columbia University, 
predicts that golf could 
change the entire 
Communist order. “I am 
surprised that the Soviets 
would permit it," Nessim 
told me. “The Russians 
haven't played golf since 
the 1917 revolution.” 

“I didn’t know they had 
ever played it.’’ 

“Oh, yes. The Czar even

had a driving range in St. 
Petersburg, and he made 
the serfs catch the balls 
with their teeth. Things ■ 
were very bad and caddies 
were beaten with 7-irons by 
the royal family whenever 
Rasputin hit into the 
rough. Finally, the caddies 
couldn't take it any more 
and decided to go out on 
strike. The Czar was 
furious and ordered his 
mounted Cossacks to run 
them down on the fairways. 
When word leaked out 
about what the Czar had 
done, the greenskeepers 
mutinied and that was the 
beginning of the revolution. 
No one has swung a golf 
club in the Soviet Union 
since.” 

“So bringing back golf is 
a giant step for glasnost." I 
said. 

“Gorbachev knows what 
he is doing. He cannot 
improve the economy of 
the country if his managers 
do not play golf. Everyone 
is aware that all the deals in 
an advanced industrial 
society arc made on the golf 
course. In a consumer- 
oriented economy it is 
impossible to have top- 
fight leaders unless they are 


able to plot five-year plans 
in a locker room.” 

“1 knew that golf was 
essential to a high standard 
ofliving, but I didn't know 
it was that important.” 

“The sport is what made 
the US No. 1 . Never forget 
it was America that 
invented the golf cart, the 
greatest advance in 
transportation in the 20lh * 
century'. The game, as the 
Soviets now realise, is more 
than just a sport. It's a way 
of life which gives a human 
being an opportunity to sell 
and another a chance to 
buy. It's obvious that if the 
Soviets want to catch up 
with us, they are going to 
have to construct many golf 
links around their major 
cities. This is what the 
Armand Hammer course is 
all about.” 

“Better late than never,” 
Isaid. 

“There are problems. 

For example, who will get 
membership in the club and 
what will it all mean? 
Whereas the Soviet 
hierarchy now stands atop 
Lenin’s tomb for all the 
world to see. in the future 
we will have to watch how 
they line up to tee off on the 



first hole. The nearer they 
stand to the golf pro, the 
more important they will 
rate in the Politburo.” 

“Could you see the day 
when the American and 
Soviet presidents meet on a 
Moscow golf course instead 
of Red Square?” 

“ Why not? When people 
drive down a Soviet fairway 
together, they can't help 
but want to make a better 
world. That's why Lenin 
said. 'A person who chokes 
in golf chokes in life’.” 

“I didn't know Lenin 
said that.” 

“Well, maybe it was 
Marx. Soviets experts can 
never keep them straight.” 

“Do you believe that 
they will allow wives of 
world leaders to play on the 
Moscow course?'’ “I doubt 
it. I don't think you could 
ever put Nancy Reagan and 
Raisa Gorbachev in the 
same sand trap together.”

BAHRAIN, July 6, (Reuter): ;A 
Saudi Arabian company said 
yesterday it planned to build a 
117 million riyal ($30 million) 
Steel foundry on the kingdom's 
Gulf coasL 

_ The- National Industrialisa- 
tion Co (NIC) said construction 
in the city of Dammam was 
scheduled to begin in -the first 
quarter of 1989. 

The foundry would use grey 
' iron, ductile iron and some non- 
ferrous metals to produce 1 2,000 
tonnes of steel products a year, 
including motor industry cast- 
ings, water and sewage pipe fit- 
tings, valves, pumps and agricul- 
tural equipment 

The project will be financed 50 
per cent by a government loan 
from the Saudi Industrial 
Development Fund, 25 per cent 
by commercial bank loans and 25 
If per cent by NIC. 

An NIC spokesman in Riy adh 
said the company would later 
invite private Saudi investors to 
L take a share in the project. 


Kuwait’s money supply dropped by 0.1 pc in May 


MONEY supply-dropped by 0.1 
per cent in May against 0.9 per ' 
cent ra the preceding month 
largely due. to- the mixed perfor- 
mance of Tates of change in 
money supply components, 
according to a Central Bank of 
Kuwait monthly report released 
yesterday.

The study on monetary 
developments in Kuwait during

On the liabilities side, the

liabilities (4.9 per cent) and at a 
lesser degree <2.4 per cent) in 
government deposits, while 
private sector deposits realised a 
relative increase m 0.9 per cent 
(KD40 million). 

The decline in foreign claims 
on local banks at a rate ($4.9 per 
■ cent) higher than the decrease in 
their foreign assets (03 per cent) 
led to an increase of 4.6 per cent 
in their net foreign assets over the 
previous month. 

Further -on the side of 
.liabilities, an increase was 
noticed in the CBK claims on 
local banks in the form of dis- 
counting commercial papers, 
which increased in May by 28.1 
per cent (KD7 1 million) over the 
previous month. 

As to the Kuwaiti dinar 
exchange rate it witnessed a 


relative decline against the dollar 
due to its decrease by 0.16 per 
cent (against an increase of 0.5 
per cent in the previous month). 

The dollar exchange rate ran- 
ged between 273.45 fils and 
274.63 fils, a monthly average of 
274.07 fils, the study said. 

Against other major curren- 
cies the KD exchange rate real- 
ised a relative improvement in 
general. Except for its slight 
decline <0.39 percent) against the 
Japanese yen, the KD exchange 
rate improved at varied rales, the 
highest (1.45 per cent) was 
against the Swiss franc and the 
lowest (0.16 per cent) being 
against the proud sterling.

Against other units the KD 
rose by 0.92 per cent, 0.76 per 
cent and 0.7 1 per cent against the 
Italian lira, the Deutschemark 
and the French franc, respec- 
tively. 

In May it was noticed that the 
KD performance against most 
major currencies was m ore stable 
than the dollar performance 
because the dollar exchange rale 
increased at rates higher than 
that of the KD against these 
currencies. 


The dollar increased by 1 .61 
per cent, 0.92 per cent, 0.86 per 
cen t and 0.32 per cent against the 
Swiss franc, the Deutschemark, 
the French franc and the pound 
sterling respectively. 

As regards interest rates, the 
study said interest rates on inter- 
bank KD deposits increased, for 
the second successive month, but 
at rates much lower than those in 
April. 

Interest rates on all maturities 
increased and at rates of 7.25 per 
cent (from 5.82 per cent to 6.24 
per cent) on three-month 
deposits, 6.92 per cent on both 
one-month deposits (from 5.91 
percent to 6.32 per cent) and one- 
year deposits (from 5.71 to 6.1 1 
percent). 

The report added that the dif- 
ferentials between interest rates 
on KD and dollar deposits 
decreased tangibly in May 1988, 
as these differentials reached 0.9 
percentage point on one-month 
deposits and 1.14 percentage 
points on t h ree-month deposits, 
whereas they remained about 
two percentage points on one- 
year deposits. These differentials 
remained in favour of the dollar. 

On public debts instruments. 


the balance of publiedebts issued 
totalled KD 1 134.5 million 
against KD 1034.5 in the 
previous month, as the Central 
Bank offered three issues of 
Treasury bills totalling KD300 
million. 

Meanwhile, the fifth issue of 
Treasury bills (KD200 million) 
has matured.

Slowdown in Gulf economic growth affects expatriates 


The Gulf International Bank of 
Bahrain in its monthly report 
said the slowdown in Gulf coun- 
tries' economic activities in the 
last few years has had a noticea- 
ble impact on the number, skill 
composition and salaries of 
expatriates living in the region. 
With the completion of major 
infrastructural projects many 
companies, especially construc- 
tion firms, have cut staff and 
reduced salaries and employees* 
benefits. 

Others started replacing Wes- 
tern expatriates with the nor- 
mally less expensive employees 
from the Middle East and Asia. 

There are indications of chan- 
ging immigration trends to the 
Gulf countries in the last three 
years. A large number erf* unsk- 
illed and semi-skilled construc- 
tion workers mainly from Asia 
have left the region. Other 
groups that have been vulnerable - 
to the current economic slowdk \ 
own are expatriates and above all 
civil service. 

These are precisely the kinds of 
positions to which the Gulf 
region’s youth themselves aspire 
and where the nationalisation of 
jobs is most visible. 

One of the chief objectives of 
Saudi Arabia's fourth Five-year 
plan for example, is the reduction 
of the expatriate labour force by 
600,000 workers with their posi- 
tions being filled by nationals. , 
Trend 

The trend of replacing 
Americans and Europeans by 
equally qualified but less expen- 
sive Arabs and Asians is believed 
tohavecontinuedaswelLAIdtof - 
Western companies resorted to 
sending to the Gulf more 
employees from their sub- 
sidiaries abroad, such as India, 
P akistan and South East Asia as 
these tend to accept lower 

remuneration packages . 

The culture and religion of 
Arab expatriates are similar to 
those erf* the Gulf and they con- 
sider the region to be less of a ' 
hardship area than do 
expatriates from Europe and the , 
United States. 

Even in the lower skilled jobs, 
workers from certain nation- 
alities who are billing to accept 
lower salaries z r . e replacing those 
who refuse to adjust to a lower 
pay scale. F-.r - 'ample, Korean 
construction workers were 
replaced by Indians, Pakistanis

and' Bangladeshis, and Fthpino 
house helpers by Sri Lankans. 

_ There has been a change in the 
distribution of the non-national 
population by age group and sex 
over the last ten years. The dis- 
tribution heavily weighted in 
- favour of males in the working 
age group 15-64 years as many 
expatriate workers, especially 
the unskilled, tend to leave their 
families behind during their stay 
in the Gulf. 

What is noticeable however, is 
the rising percentage of migrant 
workers' dependents in the last 
few years. As more unskilled 
workers leave the region, the 
pool of transient labour among 
expatriates is becoming smaller. 
..SS&V . IndBiwd 

Those planning tostayin the .. 
' Gulffor more than two years are 
inclined to bring their families 
with .them. Labour market 
trends point to the continuation 
of the process of demographic 
settling in the region. 

While in 1980, around 25 per 
cent of non-nationals in the six 
GCC countries woe females and 
nearly 20 per cent were aged less , 
than 15 years, m 1985 more 
dependents (wives and children) 
of expatriate workers appear to 
have spilled in theregion. 

Nearly 30 per cent of non- 
nationals were less than 15 years 
old and oyer 34 per cent were 
females... 

" The North American, 
European and to a lesser extent 
the non-national Arabs are the 
most balanced communities in 
terms of age structure and sex. 
The profiles of these commun- 
ities reflect either a longer dura- 
tion ofresidenceinthecascoflhe 
Arab expatriates (around 80 per 
cent of non-national Arabs stay 
in the region for more than two 
years), or the extent' to which 
recently arrived Europeans and 


managerial and tectuncai posi- 
tions, bring their families with 
them. - 

' However, women of these 
categories tend to be present as 
dependents rather than members ' 
of the work force. In the case of 
Asian expatriates, nearly 80 per 
cent of the total are males with 


the majority in the age group 1 5- 
35. Some 30 per cent of South 
East Asian females are econ- 
omically active mainly as nurses 
orhousehdpers. 

Decline 

Another feature of the chang- 
ing labour market structure is the 
general decline in the wage levels 
and remuneration packages that 
expatriates can expect. Today, 
the Gulf region is an employer's 
rather than an employee's 
market living conditions are 
considerably better than few 
years ago, and the need to pay 
substantially high wages to 
attract workers is no longer 
present. 

The situation has led several 
labour* exporting countries to 
.lower, the recommended min- 
imum wage of their workers. 

For example, by the end of 
1986 Pakistan announced a 15 
per cent wage cut for nationals 
working in the region so that the 
minimum wage for its unskilled 
labour is now close to $140 a 
month. Other labour exporting 
countries (Egypt, India, Ban- 
gladesh, Sri Lanka etc.) invaria- 
bly followed suit. 

Development 

According to a random sam- 
ple compiled by the Saudi 
Gazette, salaries for selected* 
expatriate positions in the King- 
dom have fallen by up to 50 per 
cent in the last three years. The 
largest drop in monthly salaries 
was reported for a general office 
workers, construction workers, 
plumbers, messengers, drivers 
and genera] low skilled 
labourers. 

However, salaries for certain 
highly skilled jobs have actually 
increased during the last three 
years. There has been a-steadily 
growing need for specialists in 
computers, finance, banking, 
utilities' operations and many 
other specialities required in the 
up-market industrial, services 
and operations and maintenance 
sectors. 

The national development 
plans of the various Gulf coun- 
tries and the corresponding 
animal budgets have accorded 
investment in education and 
training a high priority. 


Saudi Arabia alone had inves- 
ted more than $32 billion on tech- 
nical education and vocational 
training during the First, Second 
and Third Development Plans 
(1970-1985) and the other GCC 
countries have spent between 
them at least as much. The King- 
dom's Fourth Plan (1986-1990) 
envisages a total outlay of SR35 
billion ($9.3 billion) to be 
allocated to vocational training 
and youth welfare. 

However, a major constraint 
to these programmes remains in 
the realm of motivation. The dis- 
cipline and pace of the industrial 
and modern services sector differ 
from the experience that nation- 
als acquired in the more relaxed 
work environment of the public 
sector. The willingness and 
ability of the indigenous popula- 
tion to adapt to the more strin- 
gent work conditions is a key 
determinant to how fast the 
region will be able to reduce its 
dependence on expatriate 
labour. 

Enrolmentin vocational train- 
ing centres has been on the rise in 
the various Gulf countries. In 
1986, around 14,500 students 
were enrolled in vocational 
schools in Saudi Arabia, up from 
9,000 in 1983 and 7,000 in 1980. 
The Kingdom's Fourth 
Development Plan estimates the 
total number of enrolments in 
the vocational programmes dur- 
ing the plan period 1985-1990 at 
58,200. 

In Kuwait and Bahrain the 
□umber of students in vocational 
schools have also been on Lhe rise 
reaching in 1986 around 7,100, 
and 9,800 respectively and the 
same applies to the other Gulf 
countries. 

Attitudes 

With the spread of education 
and vocational training, new 
aLtitudes are developing whereby 
increasingly more nationals are 
seeking employment opportun- 
ities in the productive sectors of 
the economy. This trend is fur- 
ther fostered by the higher com- 
pensation that certain technical 
and blue collar jobs command 
compared to clerical jobs in the 
public sector. 

Those qualified in technical 


professions are finding it easier 
to acquire immediate 
employment after graduation, 
than those holdingdegrees in arts 
and humanities. 

Apart from expanding voca- 
tional and technical training, 
developing new and more realis- 
tic attitudes towards remunera- 
tions and employment oppor- 
tunities available and maximis- 
ing job opportunities for nation- 
als. there is a need to implement a 
programme of mandatory on- 
the-job training by expatriates. 

The reserve of qualified non- 
nationals in the region to serve 
this function is enormous. There 
are dose to two million skilled 
expatriates in the six Gulf states, 
this is more than the total num- 
ber of instructors in the secon- 
dary and higher education levels 
by at least fifty to one. 

The potential to harness 
expatriate -know-how’ is readily 
available to policymakers. 
Various institutions could be 
obliged to make provisions for 
on-the-job training of their 
national employees to be cer- 
tified upon completion. 

Improvements 

Fulfilment of this obligation 
could be monitored by govern- 
ments and lied to future public 
sector contracts or partially sub- 
sidised for the additional cost 
incurred. 

A logical extension of this con- 
cept is 5ie idea of corporate spon- 
sored technical programmes in 
such fields as banking, com- 
puters, import-export, telecom- 
munications, accounting and 
management among others. 
Such programmes would help 
eliminate the social stigma which 
vocational training has inherited 
and bridge the gap between 
academia and Lhe corporate 
world. 

Recently training centres that 
would mobilise all resources and 
facilities within one area of tech- 
nology or vocation may provide 
a higher quality of training at 
lower cost to the corporates 
involved. 

While education at all levels in 
the Gulf region has undergone 
remarkable improvements dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, its 
capacity to accommodate future 
demands for certain skills and 
high level manpower remains 
limited. .

Mohamed Fellah agreed during 
talks in the Moroccan border 
town of Oirjda yesterday that a 
joint committee should study the 
proposal in Algiers next week. 

Morocco at present imports 
all its fuel needs from the West, 
the Middle East and the Gulf. 

A1 Anba said Nabi and Fettah 
agreed to revive a Moribund 
Electricity Committee which 
Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco 
set up to encourage co-operation 
in the energy sector. 

The committee, to eventually 
include Libya and Mauritania, 
will meet in Morocco in Septem- 
ber, the newspaper said. 

Prior to the talks, Nabi and 
Fettah attended a ceremony at 
Oujda marking the linking of the 
Algerian and Moroccan elec- 
tricity grids through a high-ten- 
sion 20 megawatt line. 

The Algerian news agency 
APS said Algeria and Tunisia 
had already linked their power 
networks and a similar arran- 
gement between Libya and Tun- 
isia was being studied.

A recently-formed Associa- 
tion of Exporters, aimed at 
improving the situation, ackn- 
owledges that Western com- 
petitors in the export market 
have, both know-how and 
production and research 
facilities that Soviet Union lacks.

ing up to now but essential it 
Soviet export agencies are to 
compete internationally. 

Designed 

A joint venture law, which 
allows foreign firms to set up 
businesses with Soviet enterpr- 
ises, is designed in part to 
introduce Western business 
expertise and technology. 

Almost 60 firms have signed 
joint venture deals since the law 
was introduced at the start of 
1987, including major US cor- 
porations such as Occidental 
Petroleum and Combustion 
Engineering which haveclinched 
multi-million dollar deals. 

But analysts in Moscow said 
relatively few of these new busin- 
esses had started production and 
it was too early for them to have 
had any effect on the economy. 

Meanwhile, one trade analysts 
said an interesting aspect of the 
weekend figures, a sharp rise in 
trade with the United Stales, was 
largely due to American grain 
sales.

China announces new regulations 
to lure Taiwanese investors 


BEUING, July 6, (AP): China 
announced new regulations 
todaydesigned to lureTaiwanese 
investors to the mainland to “lap 
the potential here and make 
money.” 

The word comes a day before 
Taiwan's governing Nationalist 
Party holds a crucial Congress at 
which it will discuss relaxing its 
ban on trade with the mainland. 

The 22 regulations consolidate 
rules on tax breaks and other 
incentives already offered by 
many coastal provinces and 
dues closest to Taiwan, whose 
residents have covertly invested 
millions of dollars on the Main- 
land. 

Welcome 

“We welcome Taiwan busi- 
ness people to come and tap the 
potential here and make money, 
and we would like to learn from 
their expertise," Y uan Mu, spok- 
esman for the State Council, 
China's cabinet, told a news con- 
ference in the Great Hall of the 
People. 

“It is profitable for (Taiwan 
residents) to come and invest 
here,” he said. “The cost of 
production in Taiwan is rising. 
Some Taiwanese capital needs to 


find outlets to other parts of the 
world.” 

Taiwan has been estranged 
from the mainland since 1949. 
when the Nationalists under 
Chiang Kai-Shek lost a dvil war 
to the Communists. Chiang and 
thousands of followers fled to 
Taiwan, about 160 kilometres 
(100 miles) off the southeast 
coast, and set up a rival govern- 
ment. 

After decades of banning ail 
contacts with the mainland, the 
Nationalists Iasi year began all- 
owing Taiwan residents to visit 
close relatives there. This spring, 
Taiwan began to permit mail 
exchanges via the International 
Red Cross. 

Although Taiwan still pro- 
hibits trade and investment ties, 
many Taiwanese businessmen 
secretly have invested in their 
mainland ancestral homes. Two- 
way indirect trade totalled about 
SI. 5 billion last year. 

The Nationalist Congress is to 
consider allowing the indirect 
import of raw materials such as 
coal from the mainland. 

The Communist government's 
investment regulations clearly 
were timed to provoke debate at 


Lhe session and encourage youn- 
ger Nationalists to press for fas- 
ter liberalisation. 

Beijing regards relatively pros- 
perous Taiwan as a valuable 
source of needed capital and 
technology and has- said 
repeatedly it is willing to forget 
the civil war legacy of hatred. 

The regulations generally treat 
Taiwanese the same as any 
foreign investor, though Shen 
Jueren. vice-minister of the Min- 
istry of Foreign Economic Rela- 
tions and Trade, told the news 
conference that terms are slightly 
more favourable. 

Guarantee 

They guarantee the right to 
remit profits in convertible 
currency, promise that no assets 
will be nationalised and exempt 
Taiwan-funded enterprises from 
import and export taxes when 
they manufacture goods for 
expon. 

Taiwanese may develop land 
in coastal areas of the mainland, 
set up wholly owned companies, 
enter into joint ventures with 
mainland companies, buy stock 
or shares in mainland companies 
and engage in compensation 
trade, the regulations say. 


S. Korea eases restrictions 
on overseas investments 

SEOUL, July 6, (AP): South Korea will drastically ease its 
restrictions on investment in overseas real estate to allow 
individuals to buy houses, land ami other real estate, according to 
a government draft plan released today. Officials at the Finance 
Ministry said that, under the draft measures, overseas purchases 
by Sooth Korean nationals will be subject to the Bank of Korea’s 
approval and limited to SI million per person. The Ministry 
officials said the measures are expected to go into effect later this 
month following revisions to foreign exchange control regula- 
tions. They said business corporations will be exempt from any 
government control in purchasing real estate overseas valued at 
up to SI million, but will need approval from the Central Bank 
when a transaction exceeds $1 Bullion. They said, however, both 
individual and corporate investors will be banned from baying 
luxurious villas in world resort areas. They said the new measures 
are intended to spur investment abroad and trim the country's 
large current account surplus in a bid to avoid friction with die 
U rated States and other countries which ran trade deficits with 
Sooth Korea. The country’s current account surplus reached $9.8 
billion in 1987 and is projected tohittheSIO-biUlon mark this year 
unless steps are taken to hold it down. Under the new measures, 
the scope of corporate purchases, now limited to business- related 
property such as offices, warehouses, parking lots and exhibit 
balks, will be expanded to include houses, welfare facilities, forest 
land and other types of real estate, the officials said. 

African oil producers to 
meet in Benin this month 

LAGOS, July 6, (OPECNA): The African Petrolenm 
Producers* Association (APPA) is to meet in Cotonou, Benin 
Republic, on July 18. According to a spokesman of the Nigerian 
National Petrolenm Corporation (NNPC), oil ministers of the 
eight member states be to aging to APPA will receive reports of 
seminars on the promotion of communication among the African 
producers. The spokesman said that the sharing of ofl industry 
information was 'important' to the group. APPA links OPEC 
members Algeria, Gabon, Libya and Nigeria with Angola, Benin, 
Cameroon and Congo. The association was launched in Nigeria in 
January 1987. President Ibrahim Babangida said on the occasion 
that Africa was ‘grossly under-explored', but the continent's 
fortunes could not be left entirely in the bands of multinationals. 
Hie inaugural conference, chaired by OPEC president A1 Hap 
Rihranu Lnkman. expressed confidence in OPEC actions to 
stabilise the oil market. APPA’s first ministerial meeting in 
Algiers in July last year also pledged to work with OPEC and 
adopted an 18-month plan of action to exchange information and 
data, and study exploration, production, refining, marketing, 
training and technical assistance through seminars, workshops 
and research. At its last meeting in Luanda, Angola, in January 
this year, the APPA Council of Ministers discussed the inter- 
national oil market and the organisation's budget. The meeting in 
Cotonou will be expected to decide on APPA’s headquarters for 
which both Gabon and Congo are being considered. 

Costa Rica refinery reports 
possible oil reserves 

SAN JOSE, July 6, (Reuter): Costa Rica coaid have up to 500 
million barrels of oil in the land along its Pacific coast, the 
national refinery said yesterday. The Costa Rican CHI Refinery, 
known as Recope, said it had consulted geologists from Western 
Atlas International who found that characteristics of the Costa 
Rican subsoil were “adequate for the production and reserves of 
hydrocarbons." Recope's said in a statement Texaco Inc. would 
send a team to open negotiations with the Costa Rican govern- 
ment about possibly investing in exploration. No further details 
were available. The state-owned refinery quoted the senior Wes- 
tern Atlas geologist in Costa Rica, Glenn Penfield, as saying “the 
information has been well-received and awakened great 
interests” in major ofl companies. Traces of oil have been found in 
Costa Rica, bat never in quantities that would encourage com- 
mercial exploitation. 

Jamaica sees ‘large unexplored 
possibilities’ in South-South ties 

LAGOS, July 6, (OPECNA): Former Jamaican Prime Minister 
Michael Manley said here yesterday that there were “large 
unexplored possibilities" for South-South co-operation. Deliver- 
ing the first guardian annual lecture on “the debt trap, structural 
adjustment and (he future of the Third World," Manley said such 
possibilities existed in trade, common services and joint produc- 
tion. They were awaiting “the attention of planners and the 
energy of entrepreneurs of the South," he added. The forma- 
prime minister said opportunities were to be sought within the 
broad areas of collective self-reliance and regional co-operation. 
Developing countries had to begin to create their own transitional 
corporate enterprises in response to the “inexorable forces," of 
technological change, Manley urged. “Regional bodies in Africa, 
the Caribbean, Asia and the Pacific should become beehives of 
activity, seeking every point at which goods may be exchanged 
and productive systems linked and rationalised," he said. He 
proposed that regional stock exchanges should be brought into 
being to ensure that private capital and entrepreneurship played 
their full part. But he stressed that the need should not be seen in a 
“confrontationist context," arguing that the search should be 
rather for new opportunities in creating growth through 
incremental activity. The former prime minister said the debt 
problem of the Third World was currently engaging the attention 
of the South-South Commission “established with the blessing of 
the Non-Aligned movement" and working under the chairman- 
ship of Dr Julius Nyerere, former Tanzanian president. He said 
developing countries had to develop a greater capacity for econ- 
omic analysis, become “numerate as well as literate" and relate 
development strategies to indigenous culture in order to obtain 
meaningful economic development. 

IEA reports increase in world 
oil supply in second quarter of 1988 

PARIS, July 6, (KUNA): World oil supply in the second quarter 
of 1988 was at 49 J million barrels per day, a rise of 2 J millions 
from the same period last year, IEA reported today. A report by 
the Internationa! Energy Agency (IEA) said the increase of world 
oil output was mainly due to overproduction by OPEC states in 
the month of June, reaching 18.4 million b/d. But the IEA ofl 
market report said although OPEC production is the primary 
reason for the year-on-year gain, both Western nations of the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation and Development 
(OECD) and developing countries' production in the second year 
of this year was higher than the figures of the same period a year 
ago. It said that crude production from OPEC countries in June is 
tentatively estimated at 18.4 million barrels per day which 
represents a decrease of a 03 million bpd from May doe to small 
reductions in output from Iran and the UAE-Tbeestimatesofthe 
second quarter in 1988 OPEC crude production of 18.5 million 
bpd represents an increase of 1.0 million over the previous quarter 
and 1.6 million over the same period last year. It said that while 
several OPEC coon tries have experienced changes in production 
level over recent years, the largest increase ‘in both volumetric and 
percentage terms has been Iraq. Due to additional pipeline 
capacity, the report said Iraqi production has risen more than 
one-third from 1 .9 million bpd in the second quarter of 1 987 to 2.6 
milli on in the same period this year. Conversely, Iranian produc- 
tion has declined from 2.4 million to 2.2 million which has 
marginally reduced its share of OPEC crude production to 12 per 
cent behind Iraq's 14 per cent

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Japan newspaper president 
resigns over share scandal 


TOKYO, July 6. (Reulerj: The 
president of Japan's leading fin- 
ancial newspaper resigned today 
over a stocks insider trading 
scandal which a national daily 
alleged involved leading govern- 
ment politicians. 

A spokesman for the Nihon 
Keizai Shimbun Group told a 
news conference that while 
President Ko Morita's trading in 
. the shares of the real estate com- 
pany recruit Cosmos was not 
strictly illegal, it posed ethical 
problems. 

“President Morita wants to 
regard this case as a moral 
problem, and wants to lake the 
responsibility in order lo prevent 
his personal problems from caus- 
ing problems for the company,” 
lhe spokesman said. 

The group also publishes a str- 
ing of influential financial news- 
papers and magazines and 
operates a global financial infor- 
mation service. 

The Asahi Shimbun news- 
paper alleged today that several 
leading government politicians 
had traded shares in the real 
estate company in the names of 
their secretaries. 

A spokesman for the real 
estiaie firm said it had sold shares 
prior lo their public placement in 
December 1984. 

One of Lhe politicians named, 
Seerelarv-General of the ruling 


Liberal Democratic Party Shin- 
taro Abe, denied the allegation. 

“It is none of my business. I do 
not know whether or not my 
secretary engaged in such tran- 
sactions but I will check,” the 
former foreign minister told 
reporters. 

“There are some regulations 
on such transactions but 
politicians, the general public, 
and even journalists have had 
freedom to do it/’he said. 

Parliament this year passed 
new laws to clamp down on 
insider trading on Japaneses hare 
markets, which Finance Minis- 
try officials have described as 
rampant. 

Asked if a report in the latest 
Asahi weekly magazine that 
Morita’s profit from the sale of 
the slock amounted to 80 million 
yen was correct, the spokesman 
replied. “That is more or less 
true." 

“The transaction and making 
profit outofit was not illegal. His 
a moral problem. A person in a 
high position in the news media 
must be responsible,” the spok- 
esman said. 

“Such a case as this involving 
moral questions overrides rules 
and regulations," be added. 

He said the xmpany had told 
reporters and other employees to 
refrain from involving them- 
selves in slock transactions.

US oil prices 
rally after 
seesaw session 

NEW YORK, July 6. (Reuter): 
US oil prices rallied yesterday as 
heightened tensions in the Mid- 
dle East prompted traders to buy 
back oil they had sold last week. 

But the price recovery came 
only after bargain buying 
brought prices off 20-month 
lows reached early in the session. 

The price of West Texas Inter- 
mediate, the main American 
grade of oil. rose 1 5 cents a barrel 
on the futures market after the 
three-day weekend to close at 
$15.09 for oil delivered next 
month. The price on the spot 
market — where actual barrels 
are traded — saw a similar rise. 

Prices opened higher as US 
traders had their first opportun- 
ity to buy oil following news that 
a US warship on Sunday shot 
down &n Iranian airliner. Over- 
seas marketson Monday initially 
rose, but fell back as traders 
opted to see how US traders 
would react to the news. 

"The market was supported 
by the attack (on the Iranian 
airliner)," said Jim Steel, analyst 
at Refco Inc. 

Oil traders said the incident 
increased tensions in the already 
volatile Mideasl Gulf region but 
was unlikely to directly affect the 
shipment of oil through the Gulf. 

About one-sixth of oil from 
the non-Communisi world is 
shipped through the Gulf, but as 
long as there is so much oil 
available, the shock value is 
diminished, traders said. 

And so the initial price rise 
yesterday gave way to profit tak- 
ing and prices soon fell under 
$15, a level not seen since 
November 1985 when oil began a 
dramatic decline, which culmin- 
ated in prices falling to 10.80 
barrel by July 1986. 

OPEC members arc pumping 
oil at the highest rate in nine 
months and faster than they can 
sell it, according to a range of 
industry sources. 
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Dow Jones industrial average edges higher 

Dollar eases as Bundesbank again moves to push it lower 


LON DON, July 6. ( Reuter): The 
dollar eased again today as West 
Germany's central bank contin- 
ued a campaign of forcing the US 
currency down. 

The pause in the dollar's 
nearly one-month old rally 
unsettled Wall Street stocks — 
the Dow Jones industrial average 
had edged just S.33 points higher 
to 2,163.94 by midday after a 27- 
poim gain yesterday. 

Firmed 

Stock markets elsewhere fir- 
med. A weaker dollar means less 
risk of inflation in Europe and 
Asia, even if it risks hurling 
exporters' sales. In Hong Kong, 
shares jumped two per cent as the 
Hang Seng i ndex hit a post crash 
of87high. 

But many investors are being 
cautious. They say West Ger- 
many seems to be alone in trying 
to halt a dollar rally triggered by 
a declining US trade deficit and 
buoyant American economy. 

“With underlying improve- 
ment in the US trade position 
becoming manifest in the mon- 
thly reports, we believe investor 


sentiment for the dollar is 
becoming increasingly positive," 
said Paul Chertkov, director of 
economic research at London 
stockbrokers HoareGovett. 

The dollar slipped about 0.25 
pfennigs to close at 1.8220 West 
German marks. 

But, said a senior dealer for big 
German bank, “It seems the 
roller-coaster ride of the last few 
weeks is over." 

The dollar recently touched 
1.83 marks. It closed in New 
York yesterday just under 1.82 
and it traded just above that level 
in Europe today. 

Fetched 

It fetched around 133.75 
Japanese yen today. Earlier this 
week it rose above 1 35. 

Dealers said open market 
intervention led by West Ger- 
many’s Bundesbank, which has 
repeatedly sold dollars and did so 
again today, seemed to have cap- 
ped the dollar ascent for now. 

M uch of the hot money flowed 
from do liars into Britain’s pound 
sterling. 

Britain is trying to pinch off a 


credit-driven consumer spending 
binge, which is syphoning in 
imports and threatening higher 
inflation, and this week it took its 
leading interest rates up to a 
relatively high 1 0 per cent. 

Five British interest rate rises 
in about a month have boosted 
the yield on sterling assets — and 
the pound today rose to around 
SI. 7130 and 3.1240 marks — up 
from 1.7040 and 3.1059 yester- 
day. 

Economists say a strong 
pound puLs Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher's Conservative 
government in a bind- It makes it 
harder to use the weapon of high 
interest rates against inflation — 
since, if these drive the pound yet 
higher, British exports risk being 
overpriced in foreign markets. 

High-yield 

Other high-yield currencies to 
attract money moving out of the 
dollar were the Australian and 
New Zealand dollars. 

Stock markets today were 
mostly higher after Wall Street 
yesterday surged 27 points, tak- 
ing the Dow Jones industrial 


average to 2, 1 58.61, its best since 
October's crash. 

The weaker dollar was a prime 
factor in Tokyo where the Nikkei 
stock index climbed 189.43 
points to ^7.766.60. Lately, the 
dollar rally has prompted fears 
about inflation in Japan. 

"It is certainly good that the 
market is up. but it is hard to say 
whai is going on with exchange 
rates," said a fund manager at 
the Bank of Tokyo. “In the 
short-term, things look good, 
but hi the long-term fears still 
exist.” 

Shrugged off 

Elsewhere, the Australian All- 
Ordinaries Index surged 16.7 
points to close at 1589.2 and 
Hong Kong’s Hang Seng index 
ended, like Wall Street at a post- 
crash high. It closed at 2,737.51 
up 55 points or more than two 
percent. 

London caught the mood, 
alt hough trading was light and 
the FTSE index of 1 00 blue chips 
was up 14 around 1,869 at mid- 
day. 

Shares also rose in Frankfurt 


Paris and Zurich. In all those 
centres, dealers said Wall Street's 
yesterday advance was a major 
factor. 

Oil prices were a touch tinner. 
Traders shrugged off nervous- 
ness about tensions in the Gulf. 

But they took notice of a 
Kuwait News Agency report that 
Kuwait Ecuador and Venezuela 
were discussing a posable emer- 
gency OPEC meeting to tackle 
the prevail] ng glut which sent 
some crude prices to 19-month 
lows on Monday. 

North Sea Brent crude traded 
for September loading at $14.62 
a barrel, up 40 cents from Mon- 
day quotes. 

Firmer oil prices underpinned 
gold which was set in the London 
bullion market little changed at 
$438. 10 an ounce. 

Prices for soya products in 
Europe eased by up to $18 a 
■ tonne, following falls in Chicago 
farm prices yesterday after the 
National Weather Service 
projected above-normal rain in 
the drought-stricken US Mid- 
west in its six-to- 1 0 day forecast. 


Three members seek emergency OPEC meeting 


World Bank says military 

spending hurts economies

WASHINGTON, July 6, 
(Reuter): The World Bank today 
disputed claims that military 
spending by Third World coun- 
tries bene fitted their economies 
and led to improved develop- 
ment. 

In its annual development 
report and at a briefing for repor- 
ters, bank economists said that a 
growing body of evidence sug- 
gested that the opposi te was true. 

The discussion of military 
spending is unusual for the 
World Bank since the inter- 
national lending agency, at least 
publicly, has taken the position 
of not involving itself in issues 
that deal with a country’s 
security. 

Extent 

“It is in response to some 
extent to a theory that has been 
advanced that military spending 
is in fact desirable in terms of 
development performance. Our 
reading of the situation is that is 
not the case,” an official said. 

In the report, the bank said 


“evidence increasingly points to 
high military spending as con- 
tributing to fiscal and debt crisis, 
complicating stabilisation and 
adjustment, and negatively 
affecting economic growth and 
development.” 

Officials said the bank, which 
has increasingly been making 
loans designed to bring about 
economic reform by reducing 
subsidies and other distortions, 
does point out to countries that 
there are economic risks 
associated with targetting large 
amounts of money for 
armaments. 

Spend 

The report estimated that six 
per cent of the world's toial 
public spending goes for military 
purposes — more than $900 
billion in 1985 alone. 

Industrial countries spend by 
far the most in absolute and per 
capita terms, while developing 
spend more on the military as a 
score of their overall economy, 
the report said. 


UJI . 
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THREE OPEC member states 
are considering a call for an 
emergency meeting of the 13- 
nation organisation if world oil 
prices continue to weaken, the 
Kuwait News Agency reported 
yesterday. 

Citing high-level senior indus- 
try sources, it said that consulta- 
tions were under way among 
officials from Venezuela. Algeria 
and Ecuador. 

The unnamed sources told 
KUNA that the talks have not 
yet reached a point where there 
has been any official contact with 
other members of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries over the proposed 
emergency meeting. 

Positive response 

KUNA quoted its sources as 
saying that some OPEC nations 
would give a “positive response" 
to a call for an emergency ses- 
sion. 

But they said that “major” 
member states would noL readily 
accept because oflack of guaran- 
tees an emergency .meeting 
would have any positive affect on 
the organisation's policies or the 
world oil market. 

KUNA did not elaborate. But 
the reference to nations which 
might object to an emergency 
meeting without any prospect of 


a consensus on policy apparently 
pointed to Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia. 

Both OPEC states have 
opposed calls for emergency ses- 
sions without first establishing 
clear objectives. 

The news agency said that its 
sources hinted that Venezuela, 
Algeria and Ecuador might ask 
OPEC Secretary-General 
Subrolo, the former Indonesian 

011 minister, to canvas member 
states about support for an emer- 
gency meeting. 

KUNA's sources said that 
production quota violations by 
several OPEC countries have 
resulted in an output excess of 3.5 
million barrels a day over an 
overall ceiling of 15.06 million 
barrels by 12 of the organisa- 
tion's members. 

Refuses 

Iraq refuses to accept a quota 
that is not equal to that accorded 
Iran, its enemy in the nearly 8- 
year-old Gulf war. 

KUNA's report did not 
indicate whether the 19. 1 million 
barrels cited applied only to the 

12 members with quotas or 
included Iraq. 

Iraq's current production is 
estimated at more than 2.5 
million barrels a day, oil industry 
executives reported. 


The agency's sources acknow- 
ledged severe weakness in the 
world oil market. But they 
cautioned that without firm 
policy commitments prior to any 
emergency OPEC meeting that 
an ineffectual session could 
“increase ihe chaos.” 

KUNA's sources noted that 
over-production and the defini- 
tion of exactly what constitutes 
crude-oil production are key 
issues which would have to be 
addressed. 

The latter issue is a point of 
controversy between Venezuela 
and Kuwait in particular. 

Meanwhile. Indonesian Mines 
and Energy Minister Ginandjar 
Kartasasmila said yesterday 
Indonesia regretted continued 
oil production quota violations 
by the UAE. 

The UAE is producing 1.3 
million barrels of oil per day, 
much more than its 948.000- 
barrels output ceiling agreed at 
an OPEC meeting in Vienna last 
month, according to a Reuter 
survey this week. 

Regrets 

“Indonesia once again regrets 
the one-month quota agreement 
has been violated by the United 
Arab Emirates." Ginandjar told 
reporters before a monthly econ- 
omic cabinet meeting. 


Output- of the OPEC is at its 
highest since last October despite 
softer demand for its oil exports, 
industry sources said. 

Ginandjar said over-produc- 
tion was weakening OPEC's 
markets. “Spot prices have gone 
down due to over-production 
and this will badly affect 
(official) oil prices.” 

He said Indonesia was sticking 
to its quota of 1.19 million 
barrels a day affirmed at last 
month's OPEC meeting, despite 
violations by some members. 

“At OPEC's last meeting, the 
emirates said they would obey 
the output ceiling even though 
they said the q uota was not fair,” 
be said. “If there’s a problem, 
they should discuss it in the com- 
ing OPEC meeting and not make 
a unilateral decision. 

Sticks 

“Quota violations have hap- 
pened before but Indonesia 
sticks to the agreed production 
ceiling because such violations 
would not be beneficial to OPEC 
members themselves," he said. 

The Indonesian energy mini- 
ster said he had contacted new 
organisation Secretary-General 
Subroto, of Indonesia, and 
several other oil ministers within 
the organisation about how to 
stop sliding prices. 


Gulf incident probably will not 
affect oil prices, say traders 


NEW YORK, July 6, (AP): Oil 
traders ignored Iran’s outrage 
over the US destruction of an 
Iranian jetliner, saying the after- 
math of the Gulf incident proba- 
bly would not affect petroleum 
shipping or inflate prices. 

On the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, a sensitive barometer 
of world prices, the contract for 
August delivery of West Texas 
Intermediate crude oil rose 15 
cents to $15.09 a barrel in tight 
trading on Thursday. The 
exchange was closed on Monday 
for the US Independence Day 
holiday. 

Emphasised 

Traders ascribed the rise to 
short-term speculative buying 
ahead of the American 
Petroleum Institute's weekly 
report on US oil stocks, but 
emphasised that the market 
remained depressed because of 
-oversupply and the outlook for 
prices was down. 

“Demand is small and supply 
is great, and as we see it right 
now, no one’s going to listen to 
what the Iranians say," said 
Thomas .McKiernan, head of 
McKierharTand Co., an energy- " 


futures trading concern in New 
York. 

Although prices opened about 
20 cents higher, the lack of 
aggressive buying signaled 
traders that Iran's vow to avenge 
the American missile attack on 
an Iranian commercial flight on 
Sunday was mostly rhetoric that 
would have marginal impact on 
the busy oil-shipping lanes in the 
Gulf. 

“No one can stop the flow of 
traffic. Everyone has their navies 
over there," said McKiernan. “If 
the market couldn't open at least 
50 cents higher on news like this, 
it wasn’t going to go there.’’ „ 
Concerned 

Others said they were more 
concerned about the waning 
influence of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
the 13-nation organisation that 
once was able to dictate prices 
through its ability to constrict 
supplies. 

Evidence has grown in recent 
weeks that an OPEC production- 
sharing arrangement has 
unraveled, with key participants 
^violating output restraints and 
"driving prices down into an 


already glutted market 

The $1 5-a-barrel range where 
prices are now is $3 less than 
OPEC’s intended target and is 
the lowest level this year. 

Some analysts speculated that 
if the jetliner had been shot down 
during a business day, prices 
would have surged, at least 
initially. But because many 
traders had time to assess the 
risks while most world oil mark- 
ets were closed, the reaction was 
muted. 

Keep coming 

Others said previous Iranian 
vows of retribution against the 
United States or Iran's wartime 
enemy Iraq had never resulted in 
a significant slowdown of Per- 
sian Gulf shipping, so the latest 
warnings were discounted or dis- 
missed. 

“The oil market has gotten 
very ho-hum about the Isan-Iraq 
hostilities,” said Stephen Smith, 
an oil analyst at Bear Steams 
Cos. in New York. “An 
occasional ofl platform is taken 
out, but oil keeps coming. So the 
market has seen oil keep flowing 
no matter what the rhetoric.”

COCOM discusses easing 
export curbs on China 


PARIS, July 6, (Reuter): The 
West’s trade watchdog body 
COCOM is meeting in the 
French capital this week to dis- 
cuss easing restrictions on the 
sale of sensitive goods to China, 
Western diplomatic sources said. 

They said the 16-nation group 
was meeting from Monday to 
Thursday as part of a regular 
review of a list of sensitive goods 
Western nations are banned 
from selling to China. 

Dropping 

The meeting is the ninth since 
1985, when the Committee for 
Multinational Export Control 
(COCOM) decided China 
should be allowed access to more 
Western high technology than 
Warsaw Pact nations. 

The sources said this week's 
raeeti ng was discussing dropping 
about a dozen products from 
COCOM ’s list of goods that 
China may not buy from the 
West. 

Sophisticated electronics, 
telecommunications products 
and computers were among the 
products China might be able to 
buy if the COCOM members, 
who include all NATO countries 
except Iceland, reach agreement 
this week. It also includes Japan.

Gulf insurers 
leave war risk 
premiums 
unchanged 

LONDON, July 6. (Reuter): 
London's ship insurers left war 
risk insurance premiums on ships 
and planes unchanged in spite of 
the shooting down of an I ran Air 
Airbus in the Gulf by a US war- 
ship, leading underwriters said 
yesterday. 

Christopher Rome, chairman 
of Lloyd's Underwriters 
Association, said that before 
Sunday's attack war risk rates 
had been expected to fail after a 
relative lull in the so-called tan- 
ker war in the Gulf. 

Underwriters were now wait- 
ing to see if Iranian threats of 
retaliation would lead to 
increased hostilities in the Gulf, 
Rome said. 

Underwriters said the bench- 
mark for war risk rates for vessels 
embarking on a 14-day voyage 
into the Gulf but not going to 
Iran, Iraq or Kuwait was sitll 
0 75 per cent of the ship's value. 

Swps going to Kuwait might 
be charged a premium of one per 

cent of the value of the vessel.

N. America and Asia will maintaih economic growth through 1989 


UNITED NATIONS, July 6, 
(UPI): Economic growth will be 
maintained in North America 
and Asia through 1 989 as a slow- 
down in population growth helps 
boost per capita income for peo- 
ple in those regions, a UN survey 
said today. 

But individual output for 
many African and Latin 
American countries, which fell 
last year, will continue to decline 
in 1989 despite a strong world- 
wide economy that is undeterred 
by the ongoing international 
debt crisis, the survey said. 

Varied 

The UN World Economic 
Survey 1988 said economic 
growth varied sharply among 
developing countries, with half 
of these nations registering 2.5 
per cent or less in economic 
growth in 1987. 

The best performers in the 
survey were market economies in 
Western Europe, Japan and 
Asia. 

The developed market econ- 
omies as a whole grew by 3.0 per 
cent in 1987." the survey said. 


“The United Kingdom (4.8 per 
cent), Japan (4.2 per cent) and 
Canada (3.9 per cent) had the 
highest rates of growth among 
the major industrialised 
nations,” it said. ' 

"This may slow in 1988 and 
1989 but, since population 
growth is averaging only 0.6 per 
cent, per capita income will con- 
tinue to rise significantly each 
year.” the survey said. 

“In Asia (excluding Japan), 
the average rate of growth was 
5.6 per cent last year while 
population growth continued to 
fall. Korea and Taiwan expan- 
ded at double-digit rates,” the 
UN study found. 

“The growth in southeast Aria 
was fuelled by a rapid expansion 
of exports, up 25 per cent last 
year, mostly to Japan.” 

Sustained 

The survey said Asia's annual 
growth rate of five per cent or 
more is expected to be sustained 
until 1990. It said China's econ- 
omy grew by 9.3 per cent last year 
and should maintain growth at 
eight per.centin 1988 and 7.5 per 


cent in 1989- 

Exports of manufactured 
goods grew at a faster rate in 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Thailand 
and the Philippines, which com- 
pete in a market previously 
dominated by Hong Kong, 
Taiwan and Korea. 

The burden caused by debt 
servicings, declining commodity 
prices and lower oil export earn- 
ings besieged at least 16 countries 
in Africa and 10 in Latin America 
Lhat saw output per person erode 
in 1987, the survey said. 

Debt 

“The economic adjustment, 
difficulties have been especially 
marked in Nigeria, where total 
output has now fallen by two per 
cent or more in six of the past 
seven years for a net drop of over 
20 per cent since 1980,” the 
survey said. 

Latin American countries, 
with an accumulative debt of 
$380 billion, will see a resurgence 
of inflation because of failure by 
governments to reduce budget 
deficits. 

Those countries are par- 


ticularly vulnerable to any slow- 
down in economic growth in 
North America that is induced 
by a rise in interest rates. 

Total debts owed by develop- 
ing countries reached $1 trillion. 
Since solutions are slow to come 
and problems slow to be settled, 
negotiations between debtor 
countries and multilateral 
creditors were “highly strained” 
in 1987, the survey said. 

It said a “highly unusual 
development" has resulted with 
some countries accumulating 
significant arrears totalling $2 
billion that was owed to the 
International Monetary Fund by 
late 1987. It did not name the 
countries. 

Renegotiate 

Standard procedures to solve 
debt-servicing problems by 
which debtor countries ren- 
egotiate their payments and 
arrange for new loans have 
waned, the survey said. Debtor 
nations showed “fatigue and 
frustration" and creditors were 
disillusioned about recovering 
the loans, it said. 


The survey recommended that 
low-income countries and 
bilateral creditors should res- 
chedule the debt payments over 
three years at 0.5 per cent 
interest Those countries lhat 
could return to conventional fin- 
ancing should negotiate to res- 
chedule their payments annually 
at an “intermediate concessional 
interest rate over a moratorium 
period,” it said. 

Turbulence 

“The debt situation is univer- 
sally recognised as unsustaina- 
ble" and “signs of strains are 
multiplying,” the survey said. 

Meanwhile, the United 
Nations warned governments 
today that volatile exchange and 
interest rates which helped trig- 
ger the crash of 87 might again 
lead to major financial disrup- 
tion. 

“Stock prices have partly 
recovered in the past six months 
yet the events of October 1987 
continue to instil fears of s imilar 
turbulence to come ... ” said the 
UN survey. 

It said these fears persisted 


“despite government action on 
domestic financial practice and 
more effective policy co-ordina- 
tion” by leading nations. 

“Key parameters of the inter- 
national economy — exchange 
rates and interest rates — remain 
unstable,” it said. “Their ins- 
tability helped trigger the market 
crash and might again lead to 
major financial disruption.” 

The worry, say independent 
economists, is that abrupt shifts 
in interest rates can cause big. 
disrur 
out of 

Interest rates 

Also, if interest rates go too 
high, in efforts to attract invest- 
ment and prop a nation's 
currency, the consequent 
squeeze on spending and busi- 
ness profits brings the danger of 
recession.

US and Soviets under pressure 


LON DON. July 6, ( Reuter): The 
drought threatening America's 
crops this year could pressure US 
and Soviet negotiators to get a 
new grain unde pact in writing as 
soon as possible. 

US and Soviet officials meet in 
Vienna tomorrow and Friday in 
the third round of talks on renew- 
ing a multi-billion dollar, long- 
term grain agreement. 

Eager 

The talks started in March, 
with the United Slates eager to 
guarantee a market for a large 
part of the grain surpluses its 
fanners usually harvest. 

As Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev is pushing for his 
country to be able to feed itself, 
the Soviet Union wants more 
flexibility to cut imports when its 
own harvests are good. 

But drought in the US grain 
belt is worrying both sides, and is 
already forcing grain prices up. 

“The drought will force both 
parties to focus on the talks and 
come lo a conclusion in a much 
more speedy fashion,” a Geneva 
grain exporter said. 

Well above 

Last week, the Soviet Union 
signalled its concents about soar- 
ing grain pricesand tight supplies 
when it unexpectedly snapped up 
one million tonnes of US corn 
(maize) for shipment this sum- 
mer, European exporters said. 

It paid about SI43 a tonne — 
well above the $90 a tonne paid 
when it last bought US com. in 


March. 

The purchase “shows a key 
buyer realises Lhe drought is get- 
ting out ofhand and wants to buy 
before prices go any higher." a 
Swiss grain exporter said. 

US Agriculture Secretary 
Richard Lyng has said the 
drought will not affect grain sales 
to the Soviet Union, since with a 
cushion of large US corn and 
wheat stocks, one smaller crop 
should not change the US bar- 
gaining position. 

And US Trade Representative 
Gayton Yeutter is among those 
who believe Washington will 
benefit from the Soviet Union's 
worries over access to supplies. 

Upper hand 

But other trade and 
diplomatic sources say the 
Kremlin has the upper hand 
because the Americans will be 
very eager to lock in minimum 
purchase guarantees for 
drought-hit US farmers. 

Big harvests outside the 
United States mean lots of grain 
is available on Lhe world markeL, 
said Brian Gardner, head of 
private Agriculture Consultants 
Policy Analysis Brussels. 

"It's still a b uyer’s market." he 
said. 

Oleg Tereschenko, grain 
buyer in New York for the Soviet 
grain buying agency Exportk- 
hleb. told Reuters world grain 
supplies were sufficient this year 
to meet Soviet needs and will 


supplement any US shortfall. 

That is why some grain 
analysts say the Soviet Union 
may be able to meet its aim of 
cutting the minimum amount of 
US grain it must buy from the 
nine million tonnes a year 
promised in the current five-year 
accord, which expires Sept 30. 


The fastest

THE government oflndiaTour- 
ist Office in Dubai has announ- 
ced that Indian Railways plan to 
introduce the Shatabdi Express, 
the fastest train in India, on July 
10th, 1988. 

Running at a top speed of 
140km an hour, the Shatabdi 
Express will connect New Delhi 
with Jhansi and cover the dis- 
tance of 410km in just four hours 
and 40 minutes. 

En route to Jhansi, the express 
will stop al Agra and the fort city 
of Gwalior. The two-hour jour- 
ney from Delhi to Agra is the 
fastest onecan make to the city of 
the Taj Mahal and is sure to 
appeal to tourists who prefer to 
travel by train for a close-up view 
of the country. 

Ail the coaches are air-con- 
ditioned and are designed to 
accommodate 470 passengers. 
Attractive decor and piped music 
have been included to make the 
journey pleasant and comforta- 
ble. 


Comecon leaders hear calls for reform 


PRAGUE, July 6, (Reuter): 
Comecon prime ministers heard 
impatient calls for a radical 
shake-up of the 10-nation Com- 
munist trading alliance but some 
of their allies showed resistance 
to change. 

Soviet Premier Nikolai Ryz- 
hkov and Hungarian Deputy 
Premier Jozsef Marjai com- 
plained about sluggish economic 
co-operation and other short- 
comings plaguing the group, 
while East Germany and 
Romania said nothing about 
necessary reforms. 

The 44th session of the Coun- 
cil for Mutual Economic Assis- 
tance, the first since official rela- 
tions were established -with Lhe 
EEC last month, was opened by 
Czechoslovak Premier Lubomir 
Strougal. 

Several member countries 
have admitted that widely diver- 
gent stages of economic develop- 
ment, different price levels and 
the need for unanimity in all 
important decisions are hamper- 
ing economic growth and effec- 
tive integration within the ten- 
‘nation bloc. 

Criticised 

In his speech, Ryzhkov criti- 
cised the lack of a "flexible com- 
modity-monetary mechanism, 
which can be formed only iricon- 
di lions of a realistic markeL," 
meaning prices based on actual 
costs, product quality, world 
market trends and other factors. 

Ryzhkov said this was ham- 


pering economic progress in 
member countries and even tech- 
nological achievements. He also 
complained about “the 
unresolved questions of (poor) 
quality, low competitiveness and 
stagnation in the structure” of 
goods exchanges. 

Marjai insisted that if radical 
changes do not come soon, 
Comecon co-operation “will not 
be a moving force but a serious 
obstacle in the inevitable proces- 
ses of restructuring which have 
started in various countries.” 

A ccording to the news agency 
CTK, Marjai, who led the Hun- 
garian delegation in the absence 
of Premier Karo I y Gross, added 
“from this follows that the 
document submitted on restruc- 
turing of the mechanism of co- 
operation cannot be regarded as 
final.” 

Unanimity 

Ryzhkov did not challenge the 
principle of unanimity in all 
important decisions affecting 
Comecon as a whole but called 
for partial accords that would be 
not binding on member coun- 
tries unwilling to go along. 

Prior to the meeting, Cze- 
choslovak officials have sugges- 
ted a similar approach that 
would not affect the unanimity 
rule but make for greater flex- 
ibility within the tradingalliance. 

"New methods of economic 
co-operation can be implemen- 
ted only on a fully voluntary 
basis, resorting lo multilateral 


agreements among interested 
countries,'. Ryzhkov explained. 

He_ added, “the way to ... 
experiments must be opened in 
the Comecon organs. We believe 
that the interests of non-par- 
ticipating states will not be 
damaged in any way.” 

He said a joint socialist market 
would have to be built m co- 
ordination with the world econ- 
omy and by taking into account 
world market trends. 

“This is for our countries a 
fundamental turn toward the 
opening of our own markets for 
the countries of the socialist com- 
munity and then also for other 
states. It is a beginning of a more 
active and more organic linkage 
with international division of 
labour.” 

Similarly, Marjai called for a 
price system coordinated among 
member countries and linked to 
the world markeL 

The Hungarian also reiterated 
a call for a collective convertible 
currency of theCommunist trad- 
ing organisation, a demand that 
is unlikely to bemet at the current 
three-day session in Prague. 

.The Hungarian newspaper 
Magyar Nemzel urged “firm 
steps” to “radially transform” 
the organisation. . 

It said, “failure to proceed will 
not only mean that these 
(Comecon) countries will be left 
stranded by the fast-moving 
tram of the world economy but 
also that they will find them- 


selves separated from 
another.” 

But East German Pr< 
Willi Stoph and his Romi 
counterpart Constantin 
calescu ignored calls for ra 
restructuring. 

"For the' GDR (East 
many), in view of the high di 
of interrelations of the ecor 
with the USSR and c 
Comecon member couni 
stability and observance of i 
m mutual external ecom 
relations are of extraordi 
importance.”

As soon as Hercules rea- 
ched the palace of the 
tyrant, he challenged him 
to single combat. Killing 
him after a swift and sharp 
struggle, he threw the 
king's body into the stables 
to be devoured by his own 
horses. Then be boldly 
stepped into the midst of 
the fierce creatures, fas- 
tened them together by 
strong straps head to head, 
and drove them to the 
mountains. There, in 
course of time, many of 
them were killed by lions. 

The moth labour of Her- 
cules was to conquer the 
Amazons, a nation of 
strong and warlike 
women, and to bring back 
as a sign of victory the gir- 
dle of gold and gems worn 
by their queen. These 
women warriors were 
feared by the best armies of 
men for their skill in use of 
the bow and in throwing 
thejavelin. 

Hercules made it known 
all over Greece that he was 
going to fight the 
Amazons, and many brave 
men, eager for adventure, 
joined him. The Amazons 
fought on horseback, as 
was their custom, and the 
Greeks on foot In the bat- 
tle Hercules was success- 
ful, but of all his labours, it 
proved one of the hardest- 
and most dangerous. 

The hero now set to 
work upon his tenth 
labour. This was to kill the 
three-headed giant known 
as Geryon. who was guar- 
ded by a dog as hideous as 
himself, and to drive away 
his numerous flocks, 
which fed upon human 
flesh. Before Hercules 
could begin this work he 
had to- take a tiring jour- 
ney, along the whole length

of the Mediterranean and 
the Straits of Gibraltar, to 
the west coast of Africa. 
Months passed before he 
reached the land where 
Geryon lived. Even then he 
had to cross great moun- 
tains, and to follow the 
windings of long valleys, 
before he could find the 
monster. 

But at last he was rewar- 
ded by seeing the terrible 
creature, with his dog by 
his side, sitting at the 
entrance to a great cavern. 
Both Geryon and his com- 
panion rushed upon Her- 
cules so suddenly that be 
had not time to use his 
bow. A fearful struggle 
took place, the monster 
and the dog against the 
man. But soon the hideous 
two lay dead at the feet of 
their conqueror. The tenth 
labour of Hercules ended 
when he drove the flocks of 
Geryon to the mountain 
slopes, there to be 
devoured by the lions of 
Africa. 

After the slaying of 
Geryon and the dog, Her- 
cules returned to Greece by 
way of the mainland of 
Europe, a long and toil- 
some journey. But he had 
no time to rest after his 
great labours, for, on the 
day of his arrival home, a 
messenger met him from 
King Eurystheus, with 
orders to start at once in 
search of the golden apples 
from the garden of the 
Hesperides. 

The Hesperides were 
three beautiful maidens 
whose work was to guard 
the tree bearing the golden 
apples presented by 
Jupiter to the queen of the 
gods. The maidens were 


assisted in their task by a 
dragon, over whose huge 
body sprouted a hundred 
hideous heads. 

U was a dangerous task, 
and the distance was great, 
for the apples grew in that 
far-off Africa from which 
Hercules had only just 
returned. But with a brave 
heart, not giving himself 
one day's rest, he set forth 
again to Africa to do his 
duty. 

He had not the faintest 
idea in which part of Africa 
to look for the apples, but 
it was whispered to him by 
a friendly god that Nereus. 
one of the lesser gods, 
whose home was in the sea, 
could advise him in which 
direction to go. Now 
Nereus was very cunning, 
and, when he saw any one 
coining to ask him a ques- 
tion, it was his custom to 
take the form of a fish and 
swim far away beyond 
hearing. 

But Hercules was lucky 
enough to catch Nereus 
when he was having a mid- 


day nap upon a rock, and 
he held him firmly until he 
had answered every ques- 
tion. Then, with a light 
heart, our hero travelled 
towards Africa. Having 
landed in the north, he was 
able, through what had 
been told him by Nereus, 
to reach the garden of the 
golden apples. How to get 
the treasures was now his 
chief difficulty; if he won 
the fight with the dragon, 
there still remained the 
three fair maidens to 
oppose him, and the 
greatest hero of his time 
could not very well lift a 
weapon against three girls. 

While he was thus won- 
dering what he had better 
do, he happened to meet a 
giant named Atlas. This 
giant was forced to carry 
the heavens upon his 
shoulders as a punishment 
for having once taken part 
in a battle against the gods. 

Tell me, great Atlas,' 
said he, *how I may get into 
the garden where the gol- 
den apples grow.' ‘Ah,' 


replied Atlas, ‘all the 
guidance in the world 
would not bring you into 
that magic garden. But if 
you will carry my burden 
for a while, I will gladly go 
myself and obtain the gol- 
den apples for you.’ 

‘That I will gladly do,’ 
cried the hero; and, in a 
moment, the giant bent his 
knees and placed the load 
of the heavens upon the 
shoulders of Hercules. 
There he meant it to 
remain, for he was a cun- 
ning giant, and had grown 
tired of his weaiy burden. 
It did not take him long to 
reach the garden and pluck 
the golden apples. As soon 
as he had returned, he 
placed the sacred treasures 
in the bands of Hercules. 
Then, laughing with joy at 
being free from his heavy 
burden, he began to walk 
merrily away. 

‘Stay but for a little 
while, 1 shouted the astoni- 
shed Hercules; ‘if I am to 
carry your load, place it 
more comfortably upon 



my shoulders. It is only 
right that you should show 
me that kindness.' 

The giant at once agreed 
to do what Hercules 
wished, and with both 
hands he raised the load so 
that it might lie more 
easily. As soon as the hero 
felt the weight lifted from 
him, he ran swiftly to a 
distance. Then he turned 
round for one last look at 
the angry and disappoin- 
ted Atlas, and laughed in 
triumph as he heard the 
cries of the giant, which 
sounded like the pealing of 
thunder. 

Thus his eleventh labour 
was performed. The twel- 
fth and last was to descend 
into Lhe earth's depths and 
bring up the fearful three- 
headed dog, Cerberus, 
which was as big as an ele- 
phant. Each hair of the 
head of this awful creature 
was a snake, and earth- 
quakes were caused when- 
ever it barked. Hercules 
was not allowed by the 
ruler of the lower regions 
to have any weapons in his 
fight with the monster; he 
must use only his own 
bodily strength. After a 
struggle which lasted dur- 
ing a whole day, he con- 
quered the dog, and 
carried it alive to King 
Eurystheus. Then he was 
ordered to take the 
creature back to its den in 
the rocky depths of the 
earth. 

All this he did with as 
much success as in his 
other labours; and when 
the hero's tasks were done 
he won glory, both in 
heaven and on earth. 
When the end of his life 
came the gods promised 
that he should reign with 
them in glory forever, as a 
reward for doing his duty 
so patiently and so bravely.

Why fungi are not green 
like other plants 

For their food most plants 
make use of a special sub- 
stance by means of which 
water and mineral salts 
(absorbed from the soil) 
and carbon dioxide (absor- 
bed from the air) are chan- 
ged into the starches which 
are necessary for growth. 
This substance, which is 
what gives plants their 
green colour, is called 
chlorophyll and the 
process of tranforraation is 
called photosynthesis 
because it needs the light of 
the sun. 

There are, however, 
some plants which do not 
have any chlorophyll and 
are therefore able to grow 
in the dark. Fungi, for 
example, can be grown 
even in caves, and truffles 
actually grow under- 
ground. These plants, 
lacking any chlorophyll, 
are therefore not green, 
and need organic substan- 
ces produced by other 
plants. That is why fungi 
live on the trunks and roots 
of dead trees. 

Why the coconut palm is 
called the king of the 
vegetable kingdom 
The coconut palm grows 


The why of plants 


along the coasts of Africa 
and in other tropical areas. 
Some people cal) it the king 
of plants because of the 
wide Tange of products 
which can be obtained 
from it. 

It is a beautiful tree with 
a strong trunk growing to a 
height of nearly 33 metres 
and ending in a tuft of fan- 
shaped leaves, each of 
them from 4 to 5 metres in 
length. Male and female 
flowers develop in the axils 
of the leaves and are in 
small inflorescences or 
groups. 

The fruit which they 
produce are well known 
oval coconuts weighing as 
much as 2 kilos. When they 
are on the trees, however, 
the nuts are not the dark 
brown colour which we 
know. They are covered 
with a thick fibrous husk, 
green in colour, which is 
removed before the 
coconut is put on sale. The 
fibres are used for making 
matting and ropes. 

A pahn tree can produce 
as many as ten bunches of 
coconuts, each composed 
. of ten to twelve nuts. Be- 



neath the brown woody 
shell, which is sometimes 
used for making buttons, 
we find the coconut ‘seed,’ 
that is the white pulp, rich 
in sugar, fats and protein 
which we love to eat. 

Why seaweed is found in so 
many different colours 
There are many kinds of 
seaweed living in the sea 
and you can often find 
pieces of them on the beach 
where they have been left 
by the tide. 

The commonest are the 
green ones which are found 
in the shallowest parts of 
the sea and which almost 
reach the surface. The 
brown and red varieties of 
seaweed grow at deeper 
levels. 

It has recently been 
shown that there is a very 
good reason behind the 
distribution of the various 
types of seaweed in the sea 
bed. The coloured pig- 
ments which distinguish 
them from one another 
serve, in fact, to enable 
them to use the light of the 
sun, which becomes 
weaker as the water gets 
deeper. 

For instance, the red 
rays are filtered first by the 
sea water and are therefore 
stopped at a shallow depth. 
These rays are practically 
the only ones used by the 
green seaweeds which are 
therefore on the sea beds 
nearest to the surface. 

The brown ones and in 
particular the red ones, on 
the other hand, can live 
below a depth of 100 
metres because they are 
also able to make use of the 
green rays of the sunlight 
which penetrate to such 
depths.

forced to work hard for win 


■'STOCKHOLM, July 
(Reuter): Morocco’s world 
record holder Said Aouita was 
forced to work hard for victory in 
the men’s 1,500 metres at the 
Stockholm Grand Prix last 
night. 

The Moroccan Olympic and 
world 5,000 metres champion 
eventually won in three xninntes 
35.70 seconds with Kenyan Kip 
Cheruyiot second in 3:36.36. 

Aouita: was surprised on the 
back straight of the final lap 
when Cheruyiot overtook him 
-with 250 metres torun. ; 

Jr Cheruyiot flew around the 
bend but Aouita, recovering 
quickly, lengthened his stride 
and gathered the Kenyan in with 
80 metres to run. 

Cherayiotgallantly tried to get 
back in the race but he had noth- 
ing left and Aouita strode to vic- 
tory. 

Injury 

The lime was Aouita's fastest 
1 ,500 of the year and he showed 
no effects from the foot injury 
which has interrupted his train- 
ing. 

He plans to run the 1,500 
metres at the Seoul Olympics ins- . 
tead of defending his 5,000 
metres title. 

Aouita said he was pleased 
"■ with his performance in view of 
his lack of training. 

He said he planned to run m 
Friday'sLondon Grand Prix and 
the Grand Prix in Nice two days, 
later “because I need the races.” 

World silver medallist Heike 
Dreehsler was again in impres-

sive form, winning the 100 metres 
in 10.96 seconds. 

The tall East German made a 
slow start but quickly over- 
hauled the Grid and seemed to be 
still getting into full stride when 


she Gashed across the finish line. 

Dutchwoman Nelli Cooxnan, 
the world indoor 60 metres 
champion, was second in 11.24. 

Britain's Tom McKean ouls- 
printed a moderate field to win 


the men's 800 metres in his Grst 
race of the season. 

McKean, determined to atone 
this season for his disappointing 
eighth place in last year's World 
Championships, clocked 
1:45.64. 

Olympic champion Dielm ar 
Moegenburg of West Germany 
won the men's high jump with 
2.33 metres on a countback from 
Cuban Javier Soiomayor. 

Sweden's world champion 
Pairik Sjoeberg. who set the 
world record of 2.42 at last year's 
meeting here, cleared 2.21 easily 
but failed with all three attempts 
at 2.33 to Gnish eighth. 

The final event of the meeting, 
the men's 5,000 metres, was won 
by Ireland's John Doherty in 
13:17.14. 

Moroccan Ibrahim Boulaib 
made a bold victory bid with four 
laps to run and quickly opened a 
gap of 15 metres. But he could 
not shake the following pack and 
Doherty pounced with just over 
200 metres to run. 

Boutaib responded by briefly 
snatching back the lead but he 
was a spent force and eventually 
Gnish a tired fourth. 

Kenyan Peter Koech outwit- 
ted compatriot Patrick Sang to 
win the men's 3,000 metres stee- 
plechase. 

Koech and Sang, both finalists 
in last year’s world champion- 
ships, ran easily in the middle of 
the pack with their teammate 
Kip Rono as Herman Hofstee of 
the Netherlands took the early 
pace. 


Sang made his move early, tak- 
ing the lead with 200 metres to 
run. Briton Mark Rowland 
moved up to a handy position to 
challenge but Koech snatched 
the race when he burst past Sang 
in the Gnal straight. 

The 30-year-old Koech 
clocked eight minutes 15.72 
seconds while Sang returned 
8:16.07. Rowland was third in 
8:16.43. 

East Germany's world bronze 
medallist Cornelia Oschkenal 
breezed io victory in the women's 
1 00 metres hurdles, the first event 
of the evening. 

Oscbkenat clocked 12.69 
seconds with second-placed 
Laurenze EUoy of France well 
back in 13.01.

Earlier, Weyer was the 
first base umpire at the Chicago 
Cubs-San Francisco Giants 
game. 

Weyer was a veteran of 26 
years in the League, second only 
to Doug Harvey in seniority. 

Weyer umpired games in 
which two of baseball's most 
celebrated records were broken. 


In 1974, he was the third base 
umpire when Hank Aaron hit his 
7 15th homer to pass Babe Ruth. 

“I was the one who grabbed 
the fan who came onto the field 
and followed Aaron as he circled 
the bases," Weyer said. 

Weyer was behind the plate in 
1985 when Pete Rose singled for 
his 4,192nd hit, breaking TY 
Cobb’s record. 

“I told him (Rose) three, four, 
five years ago that I was going to 
be behind the plate when he 
broke it," Weyer said. “This was 
a great thrill. A lot of people from 
all over the world would have 
loved to see it. It’s just part of our 
job.” 

Weyer also was involved in a 
controversy in last year’s World 
Series between the St Louis Car- 
dinals and Minnesota Twins. He 


was the first base umpire in game 
7 and made a questionable rail in 
the top of the sixth inning. 

With the score tied 2-2, the 
Cardinals’ Tom Herr was on first 
base with one out and a 3-2 count 
on Jim Lindeman when Min- 
nesota left-hander Frank Viola 
picked ofTHerr. 

After a rundown. Viola, who 
was covering first base, tagged 
Herr and Weyer called him out. 
Replays showed that Herr was 
clearly safe. The Twins went on 
to win 4-2. 

“T know that I missed the one 
on Tom Herr.” Weyer admitted. 
“I got blocked out on the play.” 

Weyer umpired in theMidwest 
League, Southern Association 
and International League before 
working his first NL game in 
September, 1961. 


Court postpones hearing of Tyson’s lawsuit 


NEW YORK, July 6, (UPIj: A 
bearing in New York State 
Supreme Court regarding heav- 
yweight champion Mike Tyson’s 
lawsuit filed against his manager 
was postponed yesterday and 
rescheduled for Friday. 

Tyson is siting to prevent Bill 
Cayton from acting as his boxing 
manager and from receiving any 
money from the June 27 Tyson- 
Michael Spinks bout in Atlanta 
City, New Jersey.

H. Edwards, Jr granted TVson a 
^temporary restraining order last 
^Wednesday preventing Cayton 
from receiving the money from 
the Spinks bout or acting as his 
manager, pending a hearing. 

At Friday’s hearing, Cayton 
and his attorney Thomas Pucao 
will attempt to show why ihe 
restraining order should be lif- 
ted. • 

Tyson stopped Spinks in the 
first round to defend his cham- 
pionship. His purse; from the 
fight is estimated to be $20 to 22 
million, depending on gross 
revenues generated "by the boat 
. • According to the managerial 
f contract, Cayton’s company. 
Sports of the Century, is. to- 
receive one-third of Tyson s 
purse. Tyson filed suit against 


Cayton the day of the fight, and 
Cayton was served with papers 
at ringside. 

Tyson claims the contract 
extension he signed Feb 12 with 
former manager Jim Jacobs was 
not valid because Tyson was not 
told Jacobs was dying. Jacobs 
died March 23 after a 10-year 
bout with leukemia. Under terms 
of the contract extension, 
Cayton become manager upon 
Jacob's death. Cayton had been 
Jacob's partner but had no con- 
tract with Tyson until Jacobs 
died. 

Cayton says Tyson knew all 
the terms of the contract before 
he signed. 

Cayton denied the delay of the 
hearing means a settlement is 
close. 

“They (Tyson's attorneys) 
have been making suggestions 
for a compromise but I don't 
expect a compromise,” Cayton 
said yesterday.’ “It js not my 
intention to compromise. I 
intend to be Mike Tyson’s man- 
ager as long as my contracts are 
in effect.” 

Although there was no term on 
the Feb 12 agreement, Cayton 
says it runs through February 
1992.

Dreehsler 
sets new 
standards 
of all-round 
ability 

STOCKHOLM. July 6, 
(Reuter): Heike Dreehsler. the 
most talented of East Germany’s 
elite crop of women track and 
field athletes, looks set to become 
the most successful at this year's 
Seoul Olympics. 

Handicapped by an injury to 
her left knee. Dreehsler could 
manage only four or her allotted 
six long jumps at last year's 
World Championships and had 
to settle for second place behind 
American Jackie Joyner. 

She also won silver in the 100 
metres behind teammate Silke 
Moeller and missed the chance of 
another medal when the injury 
forced her to withdraw from the 
sprint relay team. 

After her dazzling performan- 
ces of 1986. when 'she won the 
long jump and 200 metres at the 
European Championships, the 
Rome World Championships 
were a disappointment for the 
23 -year-old East German. 

But although Dreehsler dearly 
wished to retain her world long 
jump title she has made it abun- 
dantly clear since where her 
priorities lie. 

Meant 

Dreehsler was emphatic when 
she told reporters at March's 
European Indoor Champion- 
ships in Budapest that an Olym- 
pic medal meant far more to her 
than a world title. 

East European sports writers 
said this was a common attitude 
among the East Germans who 
missed the 1984 Olympics 
because of the Soviet-led 
boycott. 

Dreehsler also raised some 
eyebrows when she said she 
feared the Soviet long jumpers 
more than Joyner. 

Since then Galina Chistyak- 
ova has partially vindicated her 
judgement by breaking the world 
record held jointly by Dreehsler 
and Joyner.

The significance of Chistyak- 
ova's jump is hard to evaluate in 
a northern season extended sig- 
nificantly by the late start to the 
Olympic Games which do n ot get 
underway until mid- September. 

But although no athlete with 
Olympic aspirations should be 
more than approaching top form 
at this time of the year Drech- 
sler's consistent excellence is 
impossible to ignore. 

She has clocked the year's fas- 
test time over 200 metres, 21.84 
at the East German Champion- 
ships this month, and only 
American Florence Griffith- 
Joyner has run faster over 100 
metres. In addition, she has also 
jumped 7.37 metres indoors. 

Dreehsler’ s 100 metres run in 
Saturday's Bislett Games, when 
she clocked 10.91 seconds on a 
rain-drenched track, was some- 
thing of a revelation. 

The long-legged East German 
has not been noted for the speed 
of her start but on Saturday she 
flew out of the blocks and scor- 
ched to a personal best perfor- 
mance. 

Dreehsler seemed slightly sur- 
prised as well as pleased after- 
wards. 

Yes. she said, it was a good 
lime under the conditions. Yes, it 
had given her confidence. 

More significantly, Dreehsler 
then revealed that she had 
already decided on her events for 
Seoul. 

She said the long jump was her 


first priority followed by one of 
the sprints. Dreehsler said she 
had already decided which one 
she would run but refused to 
comment further, excepL to add 
that she would not be a member 
of the 4x 100 metre relay team. 

The picture was slightly con- 
fused at a news conference here 
on Monday when Dreehsler 
said she would leave her 
decision until Seoul. 

“After the longjumpin Seoul f 
will decide whether to run in the 
100 or 200 metres." she said. 

Despite her remarkable suc- 
cesses as a sprinter in the last 
three seasons Drechsler’s first 
commitment is to the long jump. 

As an 18-year-old she was the 
youngest gold medalist at the 
1983 Helsinki World Champion- 
ships and she continues to work 
remorselessly at her discipline. 

Clear 

Drechsler’s string of recent 
100 metres races has helped to 
improve her approach speed and 
she has also been practising hard 
on her takeoff. 

“My biggest improvement 
must come from my takeoff,” she 
said. 

Dreehsler is unlikely to com- 
pete against either Joyner or 
Chistyakova before the Olym- 
pics. 

But she made it clear she would 
like to meet either or both at least 
once. “I would like to compete 
against them to know where I 
stand." she said. 


RUGBY 
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All Blacks 
score sixth 
straight win 

CANBERRA, July 6. (Reuter):
